KLAHOMA CITY (Okla.) Aug. 24.— !

guest of Oaklahoma City, Secre- | 
tary of War Taft sounded the keynote | 
of the campaign of the Republican | 
party for supremacy in controlling 
the new State of Oklahoma in a speech 
tonight at Convention Hall.

Taft began by defining the issue of, 
the Oklahoma and Indiana Territory 
Stam election as two fold: first, the 
acgeptance or rejection of the consti- 
tution, and, second, the election of a 
Republican or Democratic State and 
legifiative ticket and United States 
Senators. 

He explained his attitude as that of 
a Republican putting bimself in the 
place of a citizen of Oklahoma, and 
advising the Republicans of. Oklahoma 
in respect to the wisdom or otherwise 
of adopting the constitution. 


The Secretary disclaimed entirely any 
authority to speak for the President on 
the subject of the validity or invalidity 
of the constitution, for the reason 
that the function which the President 
is to perform is purely a judicial one, 
as to whether the proposed constitu.

It is not the function of the President 
to reject the constitution merely be- 
cause he does not approve its wisdom 
and does not like its provisions from a 
political standpoint.

Shortage in Appropriation Causes Re- 
duction of Clerical Employees 
on Panama Canal.

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INE BARRELS 
OF DEAD RATS. 


Fumigation of Steamer at San 
Diego Results in Killing 
Many Redents. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

SAN DIEGO, Aug. 24.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] An epidemic 
of rats was responsible for two 
hours’ delay in docking the 
steamer State of California here 
this evening. The boat dropped 
anchor in the harbor shortly 
before 6 o'clock, but, owing to 
t presence of a small army 

rodents on board, the health 
authorities refused to allow it 
to land for fear that the unde- 
sirable passengers might spread 
disease. 

A load of sulphur was sent 
aboard the vessel and for two 
hours those on board were 
nearly smothered by the pun- 
gent fumes of the burning dis- 
infectant. When the last spark 
of life had fled from the last of 
the rodent tribe the work of 
collecting the dead bodies was 
scommenced and nine barrels 
were filled with the carcasses 
of rats. When the remains of 
the victims of the fumigation 
had been removed and the 
traces of the execution had been 
cleared away, vessel was, 
allowed to ein A the doc 
and tie up. 

The delay in allowing the 
boat to land gave rise to all 
sorts of wild rumors. The ves- 
sel came from San Francisco 
and some one started a report 
that bubonic plague had made 
its appearance in the northern 
city, and that a quarantine had 
therefore been declared. The 
stories were ali witheut truth, 
however, and the fumigation of 
the boat was ordered simply as 
a preventive against any dan- 
ger of infection from disease of

JEALOUS OF HOSE. 


INDIAN DIES 
FROM WOUNDS. 


Librarian Lummis Tells of 
Latest Tragedy. 


Guest Servent in 
Self- defense. 


Noted Author Brings Friend 
to Police Station. 


Francisco Amante gave himself up 
to the police last night for shooting 
and fatally wounding Procopio Mon- 
toya at the home of Charles F. Lum- 
mis, city librarian, No. 207 East Ave- 
nue 43, Friday morning. Montoya died 
last night. Amante went to Central 
Station about 10 o'clock, accompanied 
by Lummis, and is held on the charge 
of murder. 

No investigation of the case has 
deen made by the police, but officers 
wil! be detailed upon the case today. 
Lummis claims to have been an eye- 
witness to nearly the whole affair. He 
gave a graphic account of the trou- 
ble from beginning to end to Lieut. 
Dixon, and it ts believed by the offi- 
cers that Amante will be cleared of 
all blame. 

From the time that Amante shot 
Montoya until within fifteen minutes 
of his death Lummis claims that he 
did not think that the wound was se- 
rious. Amante is a Spanish minstrel, 
recently from Europe, and since he 
met Lummis two years ago has been 
residing at the librarian’s home. He 
is 51 years old, while Montoya was 
but 20 years old. Lummis says that 
he has known Montoya since the lad 
Was an infant, and for two years past 
he had been a servant at the Lummis 
home. | 
After Montoya died, Lummis notified 
the Coroner, and then arranged 
Amante’s effects in a small handbag 
and went to the Central Station. At 
the request of the librarian, repre- 
sentatives of the press were called in 
to hear the story told the police. 

TELLS GRAPHIC STORY. 
“Amante speaks but little English,” 
said Lummis, “and as I witnessed most 
of the affair I can tell the whole 
story. 

“Montoya is an Indian toy, and I 
employed him as a servant at my 
house. From early childhood I knew 
the lad. And I spent some time at 
his home at Isleta, N. M., where he 
was in my employ. About a year ago 
he came to Los Angeles t work for 
me. He was greatly attached to me, 
and did my bidding without question, 
but he minded no one else. At times 
it was necessary for others about my 
house to have me order him to do 
things—he took orders only from me. 
“Amante was brought te my house 
one day by a friend, and introduced 
to me. A week later he was my guest, 
and soon I invited him te make his 
home with me. He is a minstrel of 
Spain and very accomplished. It was 
about two years ago he came to live 
with me. , 
“Montoya was jealous in disposition, 
and among other things which he was 
jealous of was the garden hose. 
Amante had made a garden for me 
and Friday morning about 6:30 o'clock 
went to the rear of the house to*water 
the garden.

Particles of Poison Left on Ground 
Are Picked Up by Birds for Gravel 
and Produce Almost instant Death. 
Thousands of Quail and Mocking 
Birds Destroyed. |

PASADENA, Aug. 25.—What all the 
hunters in Southern California could 
mot do toward exterminating the quail 
is being done by fumigators of fruit 
orchards, according to, Dr. M. De- 
Biron of this city. In a statement 
given to The Times last evening, he 
said: 

“Thousands of young quail and mock- 
ing-birds, both protected by the law, 
are dying daily in the vicinity of the 
bench-fland orchards from the effects 
of swallowing cyanide granules left on 
the ground by fumigators. 

“There is a wanton slaughter of 
these birds, which could not be brought 
about by any number of hunters armed 
with shotguns. The subtle, poison, 
deadly in its effect, swift and sure in 
accomplishing its end, is killing them 
off wholesale. In picking over the or- 
chard lands the birds come upon this 
peison and swallow it for gravel. It 
Almost instantly stretches them dead. 
The effect of the poison has been 
Watched, and birds have been seen to 
pick up a granule of the stuff; stand 
on one foot and then the other for a 
“brief moment, and then flutter their 
wings in agony. It is as speedy as the 
— in executing its mission of 


“I have several of the outfite who 
are to blame for the distribution of 
the poison under surveillance, and when 
I have direct evidence against them 
I will cause their arrest. The State 
law protects these birds from this 
manner of death as well as from a 
Geath by the hand of the hunter. The 
mocking-bird cannot be lawfully killed 
at any season. 

“The exercise of a litle care when 
fumigating would - obviate all this 
wholesale slaughter. It is only through 
the carelessness of the fumigators that 
the poison is left after the job has 
been completed. The burying of the 
poison left would correct the evil, and 
that could be done in one stroke of 
4he shovel. The exercise of more care 
in placing the jars under the tents 
and in taking them out would not 
permit of the distribution to so great 
an extent of the: poison. 

“The law lays not only the operator 
but his employer liable, and, if I get 
the deadwood on any of the outfits 
operating on the bench lands, I will 
prosecute them to the fullest extent of 
the law. The crime is one of the black- 
est that could be perpetrated against 
our game birds and sweet-voiced song- 
sters, and I will not stand for it. 

he voung of. both the quail and 
the mocking-bird will swallow the poi- 
son in preference to any other appar- 
ent gravel, owing to its size and the 
fact that its color makes it easily seen 
against the dark ground of the or- 
thards. 

“Rabbits and squirrels will not touch 
it, and it is only the necessity of swal- 
, flowing gravel that causes the bird cre- 
ation to partake of the poison. 

“T want this announcement to be a 
warning to the fumigators, for I shall 
eertainily prosecute the first on whom I 
gain evidence. I have sevéral outfits 

„ under my eye all the time, waiting for 
circumstances to develop so that I can 
make an example of some for the bene- 
fit of the birds.”

Los Angeles Dock and Terminal Com- 
pany, John F. Craig, head of the ship- 
building plant to be located on the in- 
land harbor, says he has just returned 
to Toledo from the East where he has 
completed the purchase of machinery 
for the plant. He says: “We have the 
best up-to-date machinery there is, 
and all heavy and massive as we pro- 
pose to work iron and not baby it, when 
we start. Our large lathe weighs 52,000 
pounds with swings eighty inches in 
diameter by twenty-five feet between 
the center points. The second lathe 
weighs 30,000 pounds with fifty-two- 
inch 2 and twenty feet between 
centers. e third size weighs 15,000 
‘pounds with swings thirty-six inches 
in diameter, and twenty feet between 
centers. Then there are four smaller 
lathes, The plate bending rolls are 
7 feet 6 inches on foundations by 30 
feet 6 inches long, weighing 89,000 
pounds, and capable of bending IM inch 
steel plates 18% feet long. The large 
plate shears has a depth to throat of 
forty-eight inches, weighing 27,000 
pounds and shearing to the center of 
an inch and a quarter plate eight feet 
wide and any length. We have two 
punches of same capacity and size of 
the shears weighing 27,000 pounds each, 
and four other punchers and shears of 
about 7500 pounds weight for the 
smaller sizes. We also have a 40,000- 
pound planer that will plane a metal 
— eight feet wide by twenty feet 
ong.”

Materialization of the Scheme Is 
Declared to Mean Much to Farm- 
ing Interests of the Country A- 


fected by the Water Prospect—Des-

SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 24.—Work 
will be begun at once on the proposed 
Vietor reservoir project, and, if the 
plans of the new interest which has 
taken hold work out successfully, the 
big undertaking will be well under way 
before the close of the present year. 
This will come as good news to the | 
farming interests about Victorville and 
Hesperia and all that country, as well 
as to this city and valley, where the 
project has been a dream of many 
years, and time and again had seemed 
on the verge of materialization. 
Negotiations were closed in Los An- 
geles yesterday by which Messrs. Wii- 
bur and Sabla, San Francisco, civil 
engineers, take charge of the prop- 
erty owned by the Westwater Power 
and Water Company, which controls 


all the water rights and land about 


Victor Narrows, necessary to put the 
plans of the reservoir builders into exe- 
cution. Just who Wilbur and Sabla 
represent is not known, nor is it stated 
what was the consideration for whidh 
the transfer was made. 

The water rights alone are worth 
fortunes, while there are thousands of 
acres of land, including the cream of 
the agricultural region round about 
Victorville, which was bought up piece- 
meal by A. E. Poole of Los Angeles, 
acting for James Westwater of Ohio 
and other millionaire capitalists, who 
paid the farmers good prices for their 
holdings. 

It has been known for weeks that 
San Francisco interests were figuring 
on taking the property, and today con- 
firmation that the deal had been closed 
came in the form of a deed under the 
terms of which Mrs. Westwater trans- 
fers to Poole all her interests, Poole 
in turn transferring the property to 
other interests, but this deed is said to 
have been placed in escrow, subject 
to a year’s option on the property tak- 
en by the interests represented by Wil- 
dur and Sabla. 

The Westwater Power Company orig- 
inally contemplated the impounding of 
the waters of the Mojave River in the 
Victor Narrows, and. conveying the 
stream to this side the mountains 
through a system of tunnels, plans for 
which have already been mapped out. 
In working out these plans, the idea of 
installing power plants for the devel- 
opment of electrical energy was 
evolved, and these plans will in all 
probability be closely followed by the 
present controlling interests. 

It is understood that A. E. Poole 
will continue active manager of the 
property under the present: holders for 
the coming year, and that all the pre- 
liminary work tn constructing the res- 
ervoir, driving water tunnels and lgy- 
ing out the system of power plants and 
irrigating canals will be done under 
his immediate superintendence.

HEN the good ship R. C. Rick- 
mers, sailing leviathan, weighs 
anchor in San Pedro Harbor, to- 
morrow, and points her prow for far 


Australia, she will carry a party of 


students, who probably have made the 
longest journey ever undertaken by a 
similar body in pursuit of knowledge, 
and who yet are to travel many, many 
thousand miles ere their term of in- 
struction shall be at an end. 

Eighteen marine cadets and six of- 
ficers, including instructors and the 
physician, are in this party, which is 
due to arrive in Los Angeles this morn- 
ing. direct from Belgium. and which 
will proceed at once to San Pedro, 
there to board the Rickmers for a con- 
tinuation of their long journey. 

Upon their arrival the members of 
the party already will have traveled 
some 7500 miles by water and rail, and 


before they shall return to their homes 


abroad they will have traveled at least 
30.000 miles. It is not impossible that 
they will remain aboard the Rickmers 
for a voyage of 15,000 or 20,000 addi- 
tional miles before their course of in- 
struction is completed, so that, alto- 
gether, their pergrinations, mostly by 
water, will have covered 50,000 miles. 
This probably will be the record voy- 
age for schoolboys, for the cadets are 
little more than that.

The Rickmers reached San Pedro on 
July 22, ninety*seven days from Ham- 
burg, with a cargo of cement for Los 
Angeles.

She is known to satflors 
u five-masted bak. In addition 

to the 50,000 square feet of canvas 
that she carries, the vessel is provided 
with an engine of 1160-horse power, 
which is used as an auxiilary to the

On the voy- 
age from Hamburg to San Pedro she 
was under sail sixty days and under 
steam for thirty-seven days, or a ratio 
of about 3 to 2 in favor of the canvas.

Why 
he did so is hardly apparent, for the 
reason that whatever germs of govern- 
ment the Pilgrims brought with them 
from England, the Scotch and Irish 
colonists following brought precisely 
the same ideals. 

No one well informed upon the sub- 
ject will dispute the President's right 
to express a positive opinion on Ameri- 
ean history. He has made a spec- 
fal study of this broad = subject 
and he is recognized as one of 
the foremost authorities in it. But 
we must remember that the Prov- 
incetown address was composed for a 
special occasion. The President is any- 
thing but an idle man anch the main 
part of his deliverance on that occasion 
was devoted to a4 matter of our own 
time, the enforcing of the anti-trust 
laws, rather than review of the his- 
tory of the county. What he said in 


‘this respect was merely a glance by 


the way and the remarks were un- 
doubtedly the offspring of but a cur- 
sory glance of his mind at the facts. 
In the main, no person well versed 
in our history will deny the important 
influence that the people of England 
have had in deciding the form our 
government should take, or in the ma- 
terial, mental or moral development 
which has taken place in 300 years.

Patrick Henry was not of Saxon 
blood; neither was Thomas Jefferson, 
nor Andrew Jackson, nor Grant, nor 
the President himself. Celtic blood has 
had quite as much to do with the for- 
mation of our ideals and with the de- 
velopment of our country in every way 
as the pure Saxon. A good many 
claim the Ceit has had more influence 
upon our history than the Saxon, and 
they make a very solid argument in be- 
half of their contention. 

But as a matter of fact, the germ of 
American governmental ideas origi- 
nated neither in England proper nor in 
any part of the United Kingdom. It 
came from the continent. It goes back 
further than the Anglo-Saxon invasion 
of Britain, and in its inception would 
probably be found to be of Teuton ori- 
gin. Of course the Angles and Saxons 
were of Teuton stock, but they should 
not be-credited specifically with what 
belonged to the race in its entirety. 

Whence, then, came the model after 
which the American government has 
been framed? To go back to the begin- 
ning the earliest form of government 
in America to which our governmental 
ideas of the present time are most com- 
formable was the New England town 
meeting. That was about as near a 
pure democracy as the world has ever 
known. Every decent, law-abiding 
member of the community had a right 
in this meeting both to address his fel- 
lows and to vote for the town officers. 
The Anglo-Saxons, so far as we are 
informed, never had any meeting even 
similar to this. As a rule there was no 
property, educational nor other limit- 
ing qualification, exeept that a man 
should be decent in his life and law- 
abiding in his acts. 

Go back one step further. The first 
town meeting, to use a paradoxical ex- 
pression, ever held by the Pilgrim 
Fathers met in the cabin of the May- 
flower on the Atlantic Ocean. Before 
their ship touched the land of their 
hearts’ desire, the bleak wild coast of 
New England. a meeting of all the male 
members of the party was held jn the 
cabin, and there the keel of the Ameri- 
can chip of state was laid by deliber- 
ate, careful and wise hands. Every 
man on that ship had his voice in that 
meeting. His influence was not meas- 
ured by his lineage, his havings, his 
connections or any other element of his 
character than his own force and his 
ability to express his thought. There 
was an absolutely true democracy. 
They framed there the earliest, simplest 
model on which the Constitution of the 


United States was afterward framed. | 


They elected their officers to govern the 
colony, days, perhaps weeks before the 
ax chipped the first bite out of the first 
tree which went to the building of the 
first habitation for white men on the 
New England shores. 

If the ideal on which this meeting 
was held was not English, what was it? 
Remember these Pilgrim Fathers were 
exiles from their own land for some 
years prior to the sailing of the May- 
flower. It was at Delft in Holland that 
the expedition to the New World was 
planned. The ship sailed from Ply- 
mouth, England, but most of the mem- 
bers came over from Holland to take 
their. places upon the Mayflower. Yet 
it was not in Holland that the Pilgrims 
imbibed these ideas. The Dutch were 
always a sturdy people, little Inclined 
to brook the yoke of any tyrant. Dur- 
ing their sojourn in Holland the Pu- 
grim Fathers undoubtedly imbibed

But it ie td Geneva that the 
student of history must look for the 
actual inception of the model after 


which our government has been framed. 
Many of the Pilgrim Fathers had spent 
considerable time at Geneva. Here a 
little company of this reformed religion 
had organized a society of their own in 
which manhood suffrage was the key- 
note. 

We can follow the history of America 
from the meeting of the free men, where 
manhood suffrage was the only thing 
that accounted, in the cabin of the May- 
flower, in the darkness of the night up- 
on the storm-tossed Atlantic, to the 
laying of the corner-stone of the monu- 
ment which is to commemorate this in- 
trepid and glorious Pilgrim band. At 
every step, from the Aldens, the Endi- 
cotts, the Standishes, the Washingtons 
and other Cavaliers in the Old Domin- 
ion and on every page we shall find the

Rules for Transmission of Letters 
and Newspapers in California Fifty 
Years Ago Contained in Smal! Vol- 
ume Procured bv the Present Post- 
master of Los Angeles. 


Postmaster Flint has in his posses- 
sion a little book of posta] laws which 
he picked up in the royal archives at 


the service in the Hawaiian 
Islands in 1909. The discolored little 
volume is strongly reminiscent of the 
days Bret Harte wrote about.

LAND LOCATIONS. 


ANXIETY ABOUT HOMESTEADS IN 
IMPERIAL VALLEY. 


Hope for Actual Settlers Pros - 
pect Apparent of Speedy Settlement 
of Muddied Condition of Entries. 
Distress on Account of Recent Rul- 
ing of General Land Office. - 


There stems to be ne prospect of 


. Speedy settlement of the muddied con- 


Gition of Imperial Valley land entries. 
Owing to the stories of remarkable 
profits to be made in the rich districts 
in the Imperial Valley, hundreds of 
settiers have made preparations to em- 
Dark in various agricultural enterprises 
in that section. 
their ranches outright. Others have 
secured government land, either under 
the homestead act. or by desert entry. 
At present, the homesteaders are in 
much distress on account of the recent 
ruling of the General Land Office in 
Ww ington that all homestead entries 
filed subsequent to March 31, 1906 shall 
be rejected pending the resurvey. 
This ruling is said to affect about 250 
homesteaders. Numerous inquiries 
have come to Gen. Frank C. Prescott, 
asking for advice. He has told all 
actual settiers that they need feel no 
uneasiness. He says they will have 
preference rights when the lands are 
finally resurveyed. squatters have the 
right of possession. 
is said that many desert land 
mantse who file on tracts already 
homesteaded will have contests on their 
hands after the survey is completed. 
Im order to file on desert lands, it must 
be proven that the land is unoccupied. 
The diaimant will probably find it diffi- 
=x to show t the tract he seeks to 
secure is vacant when it is proved that 
@ rancher is squatting on it, with 
of some redress from the govern- 
ment at Washington.

THE BRITISH CONSOLS. | 


¥ | Originated in the Great Struggle to 


Conquer Napoleon—The Brit- 
ish Debt. | 
The British “consols,” which re- 
cently dropped to the lowest market 
level since 1848, are a legacy of Pitt. 
They still date in largest part from 


the great struggle which crushed 
Napoleon. 
The word “consol,” pronounced in 


England with the accent on the last 
syllable, means “consolidated annui- 
ties,“ though only a small part of the 
national debt is in this form. 

After the revolution of 1688 the Brit- 
ish debt stood at $80,000,000. Marlbor- 
ough’s campaigns added $190,000,000, 
the “French and Indian” wars $436,- 
000,000, and our revolution $605,000,000. 
But as war debts were partiy paid in 
peace the total in 1795 was only 1.250. 
000,000. The years of Moscow, of Dres- 
den and of the abdication of Napoleon 
—1812, 1813 and 1814—alone added 
$535,000,000 and the Napoleonic wars in 
total $3,005,000,000; so that in 1816 the 
debt in spite of reduction was at the 
crushing height of $4,500,000,000. In 
1820 Sydney Smith wrote: 

“The schoolboy whips his taxed top; 
the beardless youth manages his taxed 
horse with a taxed bridle on a taxed 
road; and the dying Englishman, ur- 
ing his medicine which has paid 7 per 
cent. into a spoon which has paid 12 
per cent. flings himself back upon his 
chintz bed which has paid 22 per cent., 
and expires in the arms of an apothe- 
cary who has paid a license of £100 for 
the privilege of putting him to death.” 

So intolerable was the burden of the 
successful War after the victory was 
won. 

The war in the Crimea added $165,- 
000,000, but annual payments had re- 
duced the gross total in 1899 to $3,175.- 
The Boer War and the Boxer 


750,000,000 to the debt, and in 1903 it 
stood at nearly $4,000,000,000—all this 
vast sum being the record of past wars 
and not of any useful expenditure. 

For more than a century the inter- 
est on the debt was 3 per cent. 
1888 it was reduced to 2% per cent., 
and in 1903 to 2% cent., which re- 
lieves yesterday’s low record price of 
82 11-16 of some of its significance.

WOMEN STAR-GAZERS. 


Many Engaged in Important Astronom- 
ical Work in the United 
States. 


{Philadelphia Record.}] How 
know that fully fifty women in 
the United States are actively 
engaged in astronomical work? Among 
the best known and more important, 
writes Martha Martin in The Delinea- 
tor, are Miss Whitney and Miss Fur- 
ness at Vassar observatory; Miss Wil- 
helmina Fleming at Harvard. , Miss 
Florence Harpham at Columbia and 
Miss Sarah Whiting at Whiting Observ- 
atory. Most of these have been led into 
their investigations through a liking for 
science and mathematics. Miss Whit- 
ing says it was because of her asso- 
ciation with Maria Mitchell, and Miss 
Furness attributes her interest to the 
double influence of Miss Mitchell and 
Miss Whiting, who was her teacher. 
Miss Whiting and Miss Furness have 
for their special work the observation of 
comets and planetoids. Miss Harpman, 


pied with measuring the positions of 
stars on photographs, and then by 
mathematical computation finding their 
places in the sky. Miss Whiting at 
Whiting Observatory is engaged in 
special observations of planetary de- 
tails and sun spots, and, with the aid 
of their fine spectroscope, the spectrum 
of the sun. 

The Henry Draper memorial at Har- 
vard for the study of the spectra of the 
stars, established by Mrs. Henry Dra- 
per, whose husband was the first to 
photograph the lines tn stellar spectra, 
has enlarged the field of observation.

the study of photographs and other as- 
tronomical problems at Harvard in- 
creases. They are all engaged in re- 
search, either in observation or the rou- 
tine work of computing, cataloguing, 
copying or tabulating results for pubii- 
cation.

VETERAN WHO bio IT LIVES AT 
SAN RAFAEL. 


His Regiment Advanced te Road 
Where Stood Gaily Decorated but 
Disabled Coach of Famous Mexican 
Warrior and the Theft Was But the 
Work of a Moment. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THI: T4454.) 
SAN RAFAEL (Cal) Aug. 21.—Prob- 
ably few California people are aware of 
the fact that there is residing at San 
Rafael, the man who in 1847, stole 
Gen. Santa Annas cork leg and whose 
peculiar theft was the means of caus- 


Edward E. Elliott 
of San Rafael, who stole Gen. Santa 
Ana's wooden leg. 


ing a great deal of amusement and en- 
joyment among the soldiers of the 
Mexican War at the time and as wel! 
was a promjnent act in history. 

This man’s name is Edward EK. H- 
Mott. He is an old gentleman past 80 
years.of age and was a printer in Il- 
linois at t time of enlisting in the 
Mexican ar. He enlisted in Com- 
pany B of the Fourth Illinois Infantry. 
The regiment did not meet with much 
action until the famous battle of Cerro 
Gordo. This was fought on April 13, 
1847, and lasted several days. In the 
course of his account Mr. Elliott de- 
scribes the hasty retreat of the Mexi- 
cans when their batteries were at- 
tacked by the American troops charg- 
ing across the open plain. The Fourth 
tegiment advanced rapidly to the Ja- 
la pa road, in which stood the luxurious 
and gaily decorated coach of Gen. 
Santa Ana, harnessed and ready to 
leave. 

This coach, however, had been ren- 

dered unserviceable by the artillery 
fire, one of the mules having been 
killed. The saddle mule on which an 
outrider usually rode was being cut 
out of the harness as the American 
troops came up. The latter noticed 
the Mexicans mounting an officer upon 
the mule but they did not know until 
later that this officer was no less a 
personage than Gen. Santa Ana. His 
capture would have ended the war and 
it could easily have been effected. 
Companies B and H charged down the 
hill seattering the Mexicans. 
Private Edward Elliott was the first 
soldier to reach the carriage and he 
jumped inside and secured the cork leg 
of the Mexican general and passed it 
out to the soldiers who followed. It 
was sent to t rear as a prize of war 
and eventually it was placed in the 
Memorial Hall in Springfield, In.

HIGHWAY COMMISSIONERS SEE 
CONEJO VALLEY. | 


As Engineer A. E. Loder of the Los 
Angeles Highway Commission, passed 
down the Conejo Valley, accompanied 
by the nard Good Roads Committee, 
and w well over the border into 
Ventura county, he turned to one of his | 
companions and said: “The laying out 
of a fine wide roadway through this 
beautiful valley would be as nice a 
piece of road work as I would want.“ 
Passing on among the oak trees and 
out of the valley to the crest of hills 
above the famous Conejo grade, the 
travelers. were more forcibly struck 
with the beauties of the country ahead 
with the Oxnard sugar factory plainly 
outlined against the western sky four- 
teen miles away, with a foreground of 
level green beet and bean fields. 

The Supervisors of Ventura county 
to a man have expressed themselves 
strongly in favor of two roads that 
may have the dignity of main public 
highways and running to the Los An- 
geles county line, one -running east 
from the oil town of Santa Paula to 
the Newhall grade, and the other over 
the famous Camino Real, eastward 
through the Conejo Valley, through 
Calabasas and on into Los A les.

In 
d ng, one of our burros sat 
down on a rock and relied upon the 
strength of the one who was leading 
her to hold her on the mountain side. 
He being unequal to the task, the rope 
slid through his fingers, and the ani- 
mal went rolling down thr mountain 
side, headways, endways and side- 
ways in startling succession. Some- 
times the bulky pack would hit a large 
rock and throw her into the air, from 
which aé@rial flight she would land 
with her head and neck under her 
body, and continue tumbling in her 
course.

California fruit growers are likely to 
have some interference from Horida 
growers before the Commerce 
misston.

‘$1.15 a hundred pounds. The haul from 
Florida to New York, 1200 miles, is 94 
cents, or a shade less on some frul 
A protest has been lodged with 
commission and a hearing asked for. 

The sale of California oranges in 
New York has been built up largely 
by the low freight rates, It has been, 
and is, possible to put California fruit 
in New York at such a low figure that 
the dealer can buy it almost as cheap- 
ly as he can buy Florida fruit, which 
is hauled about one-third as far. 

California interests in this part of 

the country are well protected, and 
there is no arm felt. There is said to 
be little likelihood that the Florida 
growers will succeed in securing any 
modification in existing conditions. 4 
merchant said recently: 
No one can claim rightfully that 
Florida interests are unjustly affected 
by the fact that California grow get 
a low rate. The only effect this has 
upon the Florida grower is that it puts 
the California grower in & position to 
compete. Distance and price are made 
to balance each other, with the result 
that both West and South get a chance 
at the rich eastern markets, which 
would be denied to California under 
any other conditions.” 


COAST INDUSTRIES. 


Ginseng Growing Profitable. 

Investigations by the State 
of Trade demonstrate the fa that 
the growing of ginseng can made 
profitable in this State, although the 
plant is not indigenous to California. 
All the requisites of soil, moisture 
and climate are to be found here. One 
tract of nearly 100 acres in Santa 
Clara county was planted in ginseng 
two years ago and gives promise of 
good returns next year when the first 
crop is to be gathered. Another smaller 
tract, a few square rods near Mill Val- 
ley, was planted a little later than 
the one in Santa Clara, and promises 
equally well. Ginseng is a drug used 
as a basis for almost all Chinese rem- 
edies. It sells in the market in its 
natural state at $8.50 a pound, while 
fluid extract commands a higher price. 
Ine Chinese buy all that is to be 
had and ship it to China. It consti- 
tutes a distinct Industry in many 
Eastern States and in the Ohio and 
Mississippi valleys. . 
Growing Belladonna in California. 

From experiments that have been 
made in the San Francisco Garden of 
Medicinal Plants, in 1904, and again 
at Salinas, the present year, it has 
been proved that belladonna can be 
successfully grown in this State. Ne- 
gotiations are now said to be under 
way for growing this medicinal plant 
on a large scale, and evidently with 
profit, as the demand for the drug is 
constantly on the increase. 


Stee! Plant for Washington. 


The Cascade. Steel Foundry Com- 
pany has been organized for the man- 
ufacture of steel castings of every de- 
scription near Renton, Wash. A ten- 
ton open hearth, to cost upwards of 
$200,000, will be constructed, with a 
capacity of thirty tons a day, running 
full force. The company will utilise 
as raw material the waste steel rails 
of western logging and standard ra- 
roads, steel castings and discarded 
structural steel of every kind for which 
there is practically no market.

HARRIMAN LINE, RIVAL 
ORIENT, RUMORED. 


EXICO CITY, Aug. 21.—The report 

that K. H. Harriman was going to 

extend California influence in 
Mexico by a litte from El Paso to the 
Pacific seems to be premature. Such 
a line would have to compete with 
the Kansas City, Mexico and Orient, 
which is being built by Arthur E. 
Ctilwell from Chihuahua to the port 
of Topolobampo, and which, when 


completed, will make probably the 
shortest road between sas City 
and the Pacific. 8. W. Rider, general 


agent of this road, has just returned 
from Chihuahua, and reports that it 
is being substantially built with rails 
of seventy-pound steel. Ties and poles 
are cut along the right of way, and 
ballast rock of the best quality is 
found at frequent intervals. The high- 
est point on the entire line so far 
reached is 8152 feet. All culverts and 

bridges are of masonry and steel. 
Mr. Rider says that Mr. Stilwell, of 
course, was not certain whether there 
was any truth in the report that Har- 
riman would parallel his line, but that 
it would in no way affect the plans 
of the Orient road.

Edwards, a fiber expert of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture of the United 
States, says that the profits in fiber 
growing in Mexico average about 100 
per cent., from which ts deduced that 
the invested capital in Mexico in fiber 
growing is. about fifteen and one-half 
millions. Note the contrast: The United 
States manufacturers with this thirty- 
seven millions invested received as 
profit four million dollars, or about 10

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HE World's Work for August re- 

lates the experience it had with 

labor-unionisem in the printing of 
ite July issue as follows: 

The efforts of ill-managed labor 
unions to obstruct industrial progress 
are iMustrated by a little occurrence 
in the press room of the World's 
Work. 

Mechanical feeders are, now made 

— * presses 
with greater regularity and at greater 
Speed. and consequently with greater 
economy than men can feed it; and 
the presses on which this magazine 
is printed are equipped with these 
mechanical feeders. The Feeders 
Union in New York demanded that as 
many men should be employed in this 
shop as would be required K no me- 
chanical feeder had deen invented. 

This demand means that a number 


whose sole duty it would be to stand 
(or to sit) and see the machinery run 
see the presses fed better than they 
could) f them. When the owners 
of the shop declined @o accede to this 
demand, all the feeders and the press- 
men, ag well, who had at even the 
re’ ¢xcuse, went out. Some of 
them, or their fellows of the union 
are now spending their days on the 
street near by as “pickets,” endeav- 
ori to persuade the men who ve 
their places to give up their jobs. 
This demand is the same as to say 
that a shoe manufacturer who. pegs 
shoes by machinery must employ as 
many shvemakers as would neces- 


he makes by machinery. It is the 
Same as to say that a cotton manp- 


as could spin by hand all the thread- 
product of his mill; and so on. In a 
word, the industrial advance made by 
machinery must be stopped! This in 
the face of the fact that every com- 
petent pressman in the United States 
can get a job at good wages. 

When a union or any other t of 
men undertakes so large a task as 
checking the use of machinery, they 
make a pitiful display of a wrong re- 
lation to life and to work in this year 
1997 and in these United States of 
America. Such unions sre throwing 
away the help and sympathy and co- 
operation of other workingmen—of the 
owners of this shop, for example, who 
themselves are workingmen or noth-

gone failure. Else who could conduct 
shops with any hope of success? But 
for the moment, even as pitiful an ef- 
fort to reverse human progress as 
this is, causes some trouble. For in- 
stance, a part of the edition of the 
July number of the World's Work 
was delayed for a few days, to the 
annoyance of some subscribers.

The case is that of the Graef Hat- 
band Manufacturing Company of Pat- 
erson against Branch No. 1, Local No. 
162, of the Industrial Workers of the 
World. Lawyer John R. Hardin, who 
appeared for the complainants, state4 
that the strikers had surrounded the 
mill with pickets, who intimidated tho 
mill hands who had taken their places. 
Various sorts of threats and intimida- 
tion were resorted to, according to 
Hardin, the strikers even going to 
them if t y sold the necessaries pt 
life to the “scabs.” 

In granting a temporary injunction 
pending a final hearing, ncel- 
lor Bergen said: 

“Men cannot be hindered from re- 
fusing to go to work or from quit- 
ing work. but they have no right to 
nor to go into com- 
bination to intimidate other men or to 
prevent them from earning an honest 
liveliheod. If} conditions at a factory 
do not suit thé workmen, they can qu!t 

go home. 

“They have a right to strike and a 
right to go peaceably away. but oftea 
they do not that. The employment of 
pickets puts them logically In an at- 
titude of Intimidation, which is mera! 
and wrong. The custom is un-Amer- 
fean and is against the peace and or- 
der of the community.” 

The court said that while there coul4 
be no objection to an individual strik- 
er using his influence peaceably to in- 
duce another not to work, it was clear- 
ly megal for pickets to gather in clus- 
ters and waylay and, by virtue of their 
nurpbers, intimidate peaceable workers 
on their way to and from the factory.

But the fact that manufacturers are 
beginning to refuse to use the abel, 
even when their goods have beef made 
entirely by union labor, sug t 
something must be wrong, man- 
ufacturers are not refusing to enjoy 
any advantage out of mere spite. Their 
explawation is that some wnions are 
now making such excessive demands 
that the label is not worth having 
at such cost. If this movement spréad 
the unions will have to consider seri- 
ously whether it is a good patity to 
kill the goose that lays the golden 
eggs. Indeed, prominent labor men 
of manufacturing centers are already 
protesting against what they denounce 


as the folly of some labor men 
who are bringing the label into dis- 
repute.”

Union's Throttling Grip. 

It is im its ignorance and lack of 
foresight that the labor union invites 
especial criticism from the plain citi- 
zen. Recognizing the n ty of la- 
bor unions devoted to that defense and 
care of labor which can best be accom- 
plished by united effort, perhaps ac- 
con: plished ly by united effort, it is 
still expl e that the union gone 
astray is capable of an amount of dis- 
astrous policy which years can hardly 
redeem. 

Just now San Francisco ig the warn- 
ing example before every American of 
the wrong way for labor unions to ac- 
complish their ends. in the building 
up of the city it is most natural that 
the laborers should desire to get the 
utmost for their labor consistent with 
the good of the community. This, 
however, is nét the idea upon which 
the labor unions are basing wages in 
that much-destroyed city. Prices to- 
day are kept at a point that either 
deters construction, or permits it only 
at a price that make the investment 
for buildings something outrageous as 
compared with their cost in other 
cities. 

A comparison of figures of cost 
shows that excavations for buildings 
which would cost 28 cents per cubic 
yard in Minneapolis, cost at the rate 
of $1.11 San Francisco. Buildings 
which uld cost from 18 to 20 cents 
per cubic foot in the former city cost 
some 37 cents in San Francisco. As 
compared with New York it is said 
that a $600,000 building would cost ful- 
ly @ million in San Francisco. 

Such figures as these would indicate 
that San Francisco when rebuilt will 
be notable for the large rents which 
must be imposed in order to justify 
the outrageous cost of the buildings. 
This will at-once place the city in un- 
favorable competition with other cities 
of its sige and with other cities on the 
Pacific Coast, and so retard the growth 
and development of the city both for 
business and residence purposes, 

It is no secret that in the eastern 
business centers there vety much 
scepticism today as to the possibility 
of San Francisco's trial by fire and 

having the optimistic outcome 
n which its own papers aud citizens 
Une to indulge. It seems to us more 
than problematical, without this com- 
plication made by labor-union prices, 
that San Francisco shall again take 
the leading place it held a few years 
ago; certainly as a city it has no mar- 
gin for the trial of such experiments 
as the gtasping labor unions would 
dictate.—{New York Commercial.

MAKING VENEER. 


An Important Adjunct of the Lumber 
industry of the 
Country. 

How veneer is manufactured is a 
mystery to the majority of ple. The 
industry is not only one the chief 
occupations of Mattoon, Wis., but an 
exceptionally interesting one, also. 

After a tree has been cut in the 
woods and brought to the mill on flat 
cars, it is rolled into a pond near the 
mill. Logs are hoisted from the pond 
various lengths. They are then put 
into a steam box for at least 12 hours, 
in order to soften the timber. This 
steam is a large box directly be- 
hind tae drag saw into which the tim- 
ber is piled. A two-inch pipe contain- 
ing holes through which steam can 
escape passes through this steam box. 
At the end of twelve hours the timber 
is removed from the steam box and 
then comes the 


enter the mill and be cut into veneer. 
The peeled 1 is hoisted om a crane 
to the veneer and that is the

other side long thin sheets of veneer. 
According to thickness it is 
cut from one one-hundredth of an 
inch to one-half inch thick and 64 


inches long. 

As the veneer leaves the machine it 
slides along a table thirty 8 mn 
length. Ten feet from the end is a 
clipper, where it is clipped into dif- 
ferent widths, an inch allowed 
for drying. It is now ready to enter 
the drying process, 

The dryer is eight feet wide and a 
hundred feet long. It fs a chain 
machine throughout, having four sets 
of rollers. In order to heat this dryer 
there are 20,000 feet of one-inch pipes 
passing thro it above and below 
each set of lers. The temperature

GOOD PROGRESS MADE IN NEW 
SAN PEDRO PROJECT. 


ↄòq—— 


Forty Acres Enclosed With Piers 
and Fill Probably Will Be Com- 
pleted Early Next Year, Affording 
Deckage Facilities for Deep- 
draught Vessels. 


Substantial progress has been in the 
development of what is known as the 
miner project for the improvement of 
the outer harbor of San Pedro. This 
enterprise .contemplates the reclama- 
tion of 157 acres of submerged land in 
the northwest basin of the outer .har- 
bor, and the building of wharves and 
docks for deep-draught ships. When 
comp there will be 8000 feet of 
frontage on deep water. 

The work is being done by the Ou 
Harbo Dock and Wharf Company, of 
which Randolph H. Miner is presi- 
dent. A section of forty acres has been 
enclosed with piers, and material 
dredged from the Southern Pacific's 
slip at Timms’s Point is being dis- 
charged into that area. It is expected 
that the forty-acre fill will be com- 
pleted early next year and be avail- 
able for docking purposes. 

Capt. Fries, United Sta Engineer 
in charge of harbor work at San Pe- 
dro, says: 

“The government is pushing the 
dredging in the inner harbor in order 
to make available more wharfage room 
with depths of water up to twenty-five 
feet, and though this work io progress- 
ing at the rate of more than 800,000 
cuble yards of material per year, yet 
it is not keeping up with the demands 
of commerce. This inner harbor can 
only accommodate vessels drawing up 
to twenty-five feet of water. For the 
vast and exceedingly important com- 
merce carried in vessels drawing from 
twenty-five to thirty feet of water, the 
inner harbor will not suffice, and the 
outer harbor offers the easiest and 
quickest solution. 

‘The area proposed to be improved 
by the Outer Harbor Dock & Wharf 
Company is especially valuable, tying 


inner harbor, with more than 5000 feet 

of channel frontage in addition to about 

1400 feet facing the breakwater. 
“Until the harbor of San Pedro can

The five California 
operated in 1905 used a total of 13,791 
horse power made up of thirty-two 
steam engines using 10,745: three gas 
and gasoline engines using 16; and 120 
electric motors, using 3030. The 13,791 
total horse power of engines and mo- 
tors then in use made a much larger 
total than that of any other State. 
Colorado, with nine establishments, 
used 8547; Michigan, with nineteen, 
used 9041; Wisconsin, with three, used 
1200; while the other fifteen factories 
in the country used only 7368—the total 
for the country then being fifty-one 
establishments, using 40,187. California 
is thus equipped for a very much 
larger beet-sugar business than the 
other States named. 

BY-PRODUCTS. 


The utilization of by-products is one 
of the leading factors in the contest in 
all parts of the world between cane 
and beets as a source of sugar, and 
the time is coming when the use of 
these by-products will constitute one 
os the principal sources of income for 
the beet-sugar factories of California 
and the other beet-sugar States. In 
several of the States, California in- 
cluded, where formerly all the beet 
pulp was wasted or disposed of at ex- 
pense, there is now a demand for it 
at from $1 to $1.50 per ton. When it 
is realized that from 50 to 75 per cent. 
of the weight of beets used by a fac- 
tory is turned out as beet pulp, the 
gain by its use is obvious. As a food 
for live stock it is excellent when 
properly dried and worked up. Facto- 
ries have been established already for 
this purpose. Not only, say the ex- 
perts, is the weight (an obstacle to 
shipment) reduced in this way, but 
the nutritive elements are increased, 
a the produce is made available for 
shipment and for storing like corn, 
cottonseed meal, other 

of stock foods. 

The beet juice is used extensively for 
the purpose of making alcohol, and 
with the prospects of the increased 
use of lime cake for fertilizers, and of 
lime cake and asphalt for pavements, 
te., the future looks bright for the by- 
products of our beet-sugar factories. 
BEET-SUGAR MACHINERY FREE. 


Congress has provided for the free 
entry into this country of beet-sugar 
machinery of foreign manufacture, 
and in addition has made appropria- 
tions that enable the Department of 
Agriculture to conduct investigations 
and experiments relative to the indus- 


As I have already stated, Congress 
long since withdrew the bounty of 2 
cents a pound on beet sugar; and 
though California, Nebraska, Mich- 
igan, Idaho, Minnesota, Utah, Kansas, 
lowa, South Dakota, Indiana, Pennsyl- 
vania, Illinois, and several other States 
have also either abandoned or repudi- 
ated their beet-sugar bounty laws, 
there is no diminution in the general 
production of beet sugar, but the re- 


“In view,” says the bulletin, “of 
what has already been accomplished, 
and with the intelligence of American 
farmers directed toward more scien-

constantly improving the methods of 
|extracting the sugar from beets, it is

of this, with its consequent profits, 
Southern California will have its full 
share. The sugar beet of 
California is a very valuable asset. 

Let me give you some interesting, 
— and more recent facts about 
-sugar production in California. 
There are now eight beet-sugar fac- 


tories 

follows: At Alamitos, Chino, Oxnard, 
Santa Maria, Spreckels, Alvarado, 
Hamilton and Visalia, with one fac- 


ate attention of the gentlemen whom 
we have the honor of entertaining here 
tonight.

The combined capacity of these eight 
factories is figured at about 10,000 tons 
of beets, or 1000 tons of granulated 
sugar, per day. The average season's 
run is 100 days, so these eight factories 
could slice 1,000,000 tons of beets each 
year, or the product of 100,000 acres of 
land. I am assured that it is a safe

though in California the average is 
somewhat higher, as a rule. It is also 
safe to that 10 per cent. of the 
weight of the beets is a fair yield in 
sugar in the process of extraction. 

The test of saccharine matter in the 
beets of Denmark shows an average 
of 13 to 13% per cent., and last year the 
sugar factories of that country paid a 
dividend of 20 per cent. to their stock- 
holders, besides adding 15 per cent. to 
their reserve fund. The climatic con- 
ditions in Denmark are unfavorable for 
beet raising. yet the net income from 
beets averages from $90 to $100 per acre 
there, besides the pulp, which would be 
worth to the farmer from one to twe 
cents per pound.

should consume 5,000,000 tons of beets, 
for which the farmer should receive, 
at $5 per ton, $25,000,000. The pay roils 
for these 100 factories, at an average 
of $500 per day, would be $50,000 per 
day for 100 days. Each sugar factory 
should use 100 carloads of oil per sea- 
son, on the average, 15 carloads of 
coke, 5000 tons of lime rock, 100,000 
sugar bags, besides thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of miscellaneous supplies. 

Even as an infant industry Call for- 
nia is now producing on the average 
nearly $10,000,000 worth of sugar per 
annum. Increase the number of fac- 
tories tenfold on the average, and the 
production of beet sugar in this State 
becomes prodigious. There are seven- 
ty-one beet gugar factories. in the 
United States, producing nearly 400,000 
tons of r per annum. The 
consumption of sugar in the United 
States amounts to $140,000,000 per an- 
num. Eighty per cent. of this vast total 
is imported from Europe and the trop- 
ics. The government receives $16,000,000 
per annum in duties on sugar importa- 
tions, which is said to be the greatest 
income from a single source on the 
dutiable list. The increased consump- 
tion in sugar equals 125,000 tons per 
annum. It will take 500 new beet su- 
gar factories to produce the sugar now 
consumed in the United States. On 
the average we are bullding beet-su- 
gar factories in the United States just 
about fast enough to keep up with the 
increased consumption of sugar each 
year. 

The per capita consumption of sugar 
in the United States is about seventy 
pounds. Beet sugar comprises 65 per 
cent. of the total world production of 
sugar; the other 35 per cent. is cane 
sugar. Statistics show that beet sugar 
is gaining on cane each year in produc- 
tion. The first beet-sugar production 
In the United States was at Alvarado, 
in Alameda county, Cal., in 1870. The 
date of the establishment of the first 


letin No. 61 as in that year, which date 
is doubtless the correct one, notwith- 
standing the fact that an impression 
prevails in some quarters that the first 
factory was established in 1874. 
California leads all other States in 
the high percentage of sugar reached 
in her beets, high purity in the beet, 
high yield of sugar per ton, and also in 
what is called in sugar-beet circles her 
“long campalgn,“ meaning the period 
during which active operations in the 
field may be successfully carried on. 
This is striking testimony to our su- 
perb climate, which in itself is a mag- 
nificent asset of the State, worth un- 
told millions to her agricultural and 
other interests. You know, gentlemen, 
without my telling you, that we live in 
a land “loved of the sun,” where mere 
existence is joy, and where immeasur- 
able riches may be achieved through 


the application of intelligent labor, 
skill, industry, the unbending 
maintenance of free industrial condi- 
tions.

CONTINUED PROSPERITY. 


Reports from Fifty-five Cities Show 
Little Abatement in Building 
Operations. 

Official building reports for the 
month of July from fifty-five leading 
bullding centers of the United States, 
compiled and tabulated by the Amerit- 
can Contractor of Chicago, show a loss 
twenty-six cities and a gain in 
twenty-nine, as compared with the rec- 

ord for the same month in 1906. 

If Greater New York be eliminated 
from the calculations, it is evident 
that the building prosperity continues 
with practically ne abatement through- 
out the country. The losses are com- 
paratively light, from a monetary 
standpoint, with the exception of New 
York and its environs. The metropolis 
of the country shows a loss a of 
22 per cent., thus bringing the general 
loss of the country down to 11 per 


cent. 
This decline is chiefly ascribed to the 
enormous activity in the erection of 
new structures in the various cities, 
and the consequent result that there is 
a 2 supply of new buildings on

interesting Features of Majestic 
Theater Building on Broadway. 
Entirely of Reinforced Concrete. 
Cantilevers Support Balcony and 
Gallery. 


There are many unique engineering 
features about the new Hamburger’s 
Majestic Theater. a permit for which 
was issued last week, calling for an 
outiay of $180,000. The building is an 
eight-story reinforced concrete struc- 
ture, a picture of the accepted design 
having appeared in this department 
several months 

Perhaps the most interesting feature 
of the engineering work are the cant!- 
levers, which support the balcony and 
gallery, in which the cantilevers have 
a clear projection or overhang of from 
twenty-five to thirty feet. The canti- 
levers are really forty to fifty feet in 
length, extending from the exterior 
walls of the structure to the extreme 
end of the balcony, part of which hangs 
in mid air without other support than 
that afforded by the delicately balanced 
base. These are reinforced with cold 
twisted steel bars which are anchored 
into the exterior walls. These canti- 
levers are four feet longer than the fa- 
mous ones on which the balcony of the 
Temple Auditorium hdngs. 

The auditorium of the theater will 
occupy almost all of the entire rear 
portion of the building under the sixth 
floor.

He already evinced that thorough 
uprightness, that firmness of character 
and earnestness of purpose, and that 
intense dislike of all that is super- 
ficial or untrue in art which have 


the| made him not only an artist of the 


first rank, but a great moral power in 
the musical life of our days. 

Joachim remained at Leipsic till Oc- 
tober, 1850, for some time side by side 


to time traveling and playing with 
ever-increasing success in Germany 
and England. He repeated his visits 
to England in 1847, 1849, 1852, 1858, 
1859, 1862 and annually ever since. 
His regular appearance at the Satur- 
day Popular, the Crystal Palace, and 
other concerts in London and the prin- 
cipal provincial towns was a regular 
feature of the musical life in England. 
His continued success as a solo and 
quartette player, extending over a pe- 
ri.d of more than sixty years, is prob- 
ably without parallel. ‘ 

In 1849. Joachim accepted the post of 
leader of the Grand Duke's band, at 
Weimar, where Liszt. who had already 
abandoned his career as a _ virtuoso, 
had settled and was conducting operas 
and concerts. His stay in elmar 
was not, however, of long duration. 
For one who had grown up under the 
influence of Mendelssohn, and in his 
feeling for muse and art in general 
was much in sympathy with Schu- 
mann, the revolutionary tendencies of 
the Weimar School could have but a 
passing attraction. 

In 1853, he accepted the of Con- 
ductor of Concerts and Violinist 
to the King of Hanover, which he re- 
tained till 1866. During his stay at 
Hanover (June 10, 1863,) he married 
Amelia Weiss, the celebrated contralto 
singer. 

In 1868, he went to Berlin to become 
the head of a newly established de- 
partment of the Royal Academy of 
Arte—the “Hochschule fur ausubende 
Tonkunst (High School for Musical 
Execution—as distinct from composi- 
tion, for which there was already a 
department in existence.) Joachim en- 
tered heart and soul into the arduous 
task of organizing and starting this 
now institution, which, under his en- 
ergy and devotion, not oni goon ex- 


hibited its vitality, but in a very few 
years rivalled, and in some respects 
even excelled, similar older institu-

No 
one can make out the meaning of his 
“Concorde” in Rotterdam, and the en- 
graving The Phoenix” is a rebus 
minus solution; not to mention his 
apocolytic pieces. In none of it ap- 
pears work that could truly be called 
genre. 

Having breathed the sweet air of 
ideology early in life, he was trans- 
ported a thousand leagues from vul- 
gar actual existence, and painted only 
goddesses, noble Romans, and above 
all Bible scenes, in his eyes the history 
of histories. rough this strong in- 
tellectual stimulus he was never of his 
time nor his country. In the midst of 
the true Dutch school, so local, 80 
middie class, taken up with its do- 
mestic comfort, it is he alone that 
gazes otherwheres.“ Outside of time 
or place, he is the dreamer on a level 
with the universal and more or 
the historian of eternity. 

And it is this that his university 
contemporaries admired in him more 
than his chiaroscuro, which did not be- 
long especially to him, being as much 
Italian as Dutch. Strange as it seems 
to us, they proclaimed in him the fa- 
ble reader, the tracer of historic 


events. 

The fact is, we are. deceived by a 
curious but all preponderent local 
color passing in strangeness that of 
Shakespeare; and these detalls the 
criticism of the time was ud to 
call scientifically accurate, absurd as 
it seems now. Strange vanity, he be- 
lieved himself to be as literal. as ex- 
act as the Tissots and Holman Hunts 
of this day, with his angels sitting on 
their haunches, his ancients extended 
at the dinner table, and all the frip- 
pery of turbaned Turks and bearded 
Persians. But to what purpose, as a 
greater degree of science has proven? 
For nothing is more relative than 
archeological! fact. 

Those things which last, on the con- 
trary, are the truths of heart, of 
soul and of reason. All works truly 
classic rest on the base of an act of 
faith in the general identity of human 
nature and her grand laws. 

This is the creed of humanism, and 
it is indeed that of Rembrandt. In 
his youth and early maturity, then, no 
artist was better receiv none ever 
aroused gore of that healthy contro-

time. If this was not the beginning of 
his fall, as well as the apogee of 
power, then some other and altogether 
different reason must be found in the 
change of public mind which ended in 
forgetfulness.

When an object is placed between the 
edges of the plates the upper plate is 
displaced a little In level, and the ef- 
fect of this displacement is magnified 
by a refiected ray of light which falls 
upon a graduated scale. Thus the most 
delicate measurements of thickness are 
easily and quickly made.

How to Speak Correctly. 

Many people, for example, fairly well 
educated people, too, don't know how 
to pronounce the letter that follows 
. And as for spelling the name of 
aitch, some of these people would be 
astonished to hear that the letter had 
a name. The letter that follows v is 
frequently pronounced as if it were 
double-yer instead of double-u. A fault, 
often noticed among singers and act- 
ors, is the giving of a fictitious value 
to the letter l. which makes it sound 
very like the Italian liquid double-l. 

Say the alphabet aloud, and when 
you have finished, ask yourself if every 
letter would be perfectly distinct and 
intelligible to any one wh: might be 
Hstening. Here lies the fundamental 
principle of all speaking; every ele- 
ment of every spoken word should be 
distinct and intelligible. In repeating 
the alphabet, each letter ought to 
make a perfect escape from the lips 
of the speaker. Does it make such 
an escape when you say it? Do you 
send it out vigorously? Watch your- 
self as you speak each letter and see 
what happens to it. If it gives you 
the. sense of hanging about your lips, 
or if it does not seem abgolutely to 
separate itself from you, or if it 
into your throat, say it again, and win 
it to go boldly out. Try to think of it 
as being outside yourself, as a thing 
apart. en you succeed ir thinking 
of it in this way, if you don't care for 
words, or if you have never thought 
about them, you will have taken the 
first step toward the mastery of good 
speech. To speak well, you must. 
love words and their elements. You 
must love individual letters.—[ Harper's 
Bazaar.

Various Editions, Translations, 
Dramatizations, Piagiariems and Ii- 
lustrations of the Masterpiece Make 
Exhibit Which Is Unexampled and 
Wonderful, 


One book, and its influence on the 
world, are the basis of an exhibition 
now being held in London—an exhibi- 
tion that is described as wonderful and 
unexampled by the literary critics of 
that city. The Dickens Fellowship 
has made the arrangements. 

The book thus celebrated is the im- 
mortal “Pickwick,” which appeared se- 
rially in little green parts, over sev- 
enty years ago—a form so cheap that 
the friends of Dickens warned him 
against it. 

The first part of “Pickwick” had an 
edition of but 400 copies, and, in the 
words of T. P. O'Connor, who opened 
the exhibit, “neither the publisher nor 
even Dickens himself —then a “rather 
impecunious young man, who lived in 
humble lodgings’’—could have had “the 
faintest notion of what they were to 
bring into the world.” 

Of the fifteenth part more than 40,- 
000 copies were printed, and “Pick- 
wick” steadily grew in popularity and 
became a tremendous force in Eng- 
lish literature. Pickwick, it has been 
said, is simply John Bull, and that 
gentleman assuredly shows no signs 
of decadence. 

The exhibit occupies the better part 
of two rooms in a gallery and plenty 
of space in the basement. It comprises 
early and recent editions of the book. 
transiations, dramatizations, plagiar- 
isms and a wealth of illustrations. It 
includes portraits of the author, pic- 
tures of the places and scenes de- 
scribed in the novel, and newspaper 
clippings concerning it. It also shows 
a host of household and general knick.- 
nacks named after the immortal char- 
acter or associated in some way with 
his adventures and travels. Finally, 
there is a three-fold screen contain- 
ing the rules, fares and description of 
the coaches belonging to and operated 
by Moses Pickwick of Bath, “coach 
proprietor and mail director.” That 
Dickens knew of this worthy man of 
affairs and used his name seems well 
established. 

The exhibit has aroused genuine and 
enthusiastic interest in London, and it 
should send thousands of the younger 
generation to the delightful and ever 
fresh book it commemorates.

How to Make Chicken Meld. 


This ig a tasty supper dish that may 
be made from a fowl that is too old 
for cooking in the ordinary ‘way. After 
it is plucked and drawn wash the fow! 
and put it into an enameled saucepan 
with cold water to cover; add a small 
onion, two cloves and four peppercorns 
and one siice of lean ham; place over 
a moderate fire and simmer gently un- 
til the meat falls from the bone. When 
about half done, add a teaspoonful of 
salt. When done take the meat from 
the bones and cut it into small pleces 
not over one-half inch square; put the 
bones and skin back into the seucepan 
and boi! until the liquor is reduced to 
one and a half pints, then strain and 
season to taste. Mix with this the 
chicken, * the whole into a mold 
and stand it in a cold place overnight.

Hew te Make a Furniture Polish. 

To make a furniture polish use one 
ounce brown beeswax, one-half 
ounce of white wax, one- ounce of 
castile soap, one-half pint of turpentine 
and one-half pint of water. Shred the 
brown and white wax into a jar (a 
two-pound jam jar will do,) add the

until dissolved. Shred the soap and let 
it boll in the water until quite dis- 
solved. Allow to cool, then ur into 
the jar and stir all the 1 lents to- 
gether. cold, it will be a thick 
cream and must be kept air tight.

He will 
provide the men and them from 
the villages near where * road is 
being built, so that the expense of 
transporting men a long way from their 
homes will be saved. 

His proposal has been accepted. A 
considerable part of the line will ex- 
tend through heavy tropical forests, 
where road construction its difficult.

The football 
eleven hardly afforded good practice 
for the teams of Yale, Harvard 
Princeton, and used to susetain defeats 
of anywhere from seventy to 100 for 
their opponents, with a cipher for the 
Penn score.

lakes,” where any one holding a hunt- 
ing license can shoot. 

Among these places are Downs and 
Coville and several small lakes 
Sprague, Wash., in which probably is 
the best open shooting. Calispel Lake 
and the Pend d'Oreville River also are 
good resorts. The best shooting on the 
river, however, will not come till No- 
vember. Grand Coulee, north of Cou- 
lee City, on the old bed of the Colum- 
bia River, is one of the most pictur- 
esque duck lake regions in the coun- 
try. but shooting is difficult owing to 
the lack of cover. The ducks are 
thick at Steamboat Rock and 
Steam 

Spokane sportsmen are interested in 
two of the finest duck preserves in the 
Pacific Northwest. One is at Moses 
Lake and is controlled by the Blue 
Wing Duck Club. The lake is west of 
Spokane, means a ten-mile drive 
across the country. There is fifty 
miles of shore line, more than half of 
which affords an ideal marsh for duck 
shoeting. The Spokane Six Club has 
@ preserve near Odessa, Wash., where 
are 3000 acres of marsh. The members 
headed by Fred H. Mason, are liberal 
with invitations to visiting sportsmen. 
Native duck are the teal and the’mal- 
lard. The northern birds do not be- 
gin to come down till the middle of 
October. Then practically every kind 
of waterfowl, including canvasback and 
the redhead ducks and geese, can be 
found.

Was the development of 
slow growth, or was it stimulated? Was the thing 
Let us narrow the inquiry still more. Take John D 
Rockefeller alone. He will come in for judgment at the 
bar of public opinion above all others. Is this founded 
on justice? He will be visited with more general con- 
demnation than any other person. Does he deserve it? 


| He is the principal stockholder in the company. He 


gets the largest share of its awards. He was the foun- 
der of the “system” in its earliest inception. He 
was its guiding spirit during its earlier years 
of activity. The effect of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany’s activity during the first twenty years of its exist- 
ence was beneficial to the public. Rockefeller’s genius 
for organization, for economy of method, for concentra- 
tion of effort, gave the world more quickly and cheaply 
a better illuminant than it had ever had before. Natu- 
rally, and not unjustly, great profits were made. The 
business required crude oil, means of transportation for 
the crude and refined products, the opening of markets. 
This made the association of others necessary and made 
it impossible for any one person to know well what was 
done in each particular field. As wealth accumulated 
and that before unjustifiable methods were generally re- 
sorted to, investments were made in railroads, from the 
natural connection of them with the oil business. The 
presence of the Standard Oil people in railroad directo- 
rates opened the path by which temptation walked in 
with the suggestion that one enterprise might help the 
other, and as the same capital was invested in both, why 
they should help each other. | 

The “system” was a slow growth, and the 
outcome of circumstances. There was some excuse for 
letting it grow, in the fact that there was no law for- 
bidding the practices for which the company is now be- 
ing prosecuted. The story of ruined hopes which grew 
out of the policy of the Standard to crush competitors 


is as pathetic as any in human life. The misery wrought 


by the “system” was awful. But was there a man in all 
this list of ruined efforts to compete with the Standard, 
who in these past years would not have crushed the 
Standard had he been able? Was it not a case of David 
Harum’s philosophy, “Do to the other fellow what he 
would like to do to you, and do it fust?” 

Confining ourselves thus to the individual John D. 
Rockefeller before we visit him with wholesale condem- 
nation, we must be sure that his connection with the 
working of the trust in its details naturally led him to 
understand exactly what was being done. Did he com- 
prehend what the “system” was, and how unjustly its 
principles worked themselves out? He had made money 
very rapidly during the earlier years of the refining in- 
dustry. He began with nothing. In twenty-nine years 
he had made a fortune. It came at first slowly, then 
more rapidiy, then with a rush like a flood of gold. In 
those earlier years the world made no complaint of the 
man or his methods. Had he not reason to see without 
suspicion of gross wrong these profits of the industry 
now a giant in the field of activity swell to unexpected 
sums? 

When we have carefully settled these considerations 
we shall be in a position to form a judgment nearer 
just than we have now. When we have learned the ¢acts 
and are ready to make up a fair verdict, is it not likely 
that we shall see in the slow growth of the abuses, start- 
ing in almost imperceptible movements at widely sepa- 
rated places, at the hands of zealous subordinates, in the 
fact that the government did not think it worth while 
to enact laws to check the growth of what is now a giant 
evil, reason to be less vindictive in our judgment of all 
or nearly all individuals who now find themselves con- 
fronted with prosecution under the recently-enacted 
laws against trusts? 

The same reasoning should be applied to the manu- 
facturere and merchants who are charged with violating 
the pure-food laws. Harsh, vindictive judgment should 
not in retroactive process be applied to all who have 
acted in the past in a manner which is opposed to the 
letter and spirit of these new laws. The thief who made 
“whisky”, out of strychnine, tobacco stems and other poi- 
sons is a murderer as well as a thief. But many manu- 
facturers made and merchants sold compounds under 
simple labels which were not injurious to health. The 
practice was wrong, hence the new law. But following 
the general example of others, the customs of the day, 
many a manufacturer and merchant did this wrong 
thing. But the rest of us should judge in such a way 
as we would be willing to be judged.

The Pestiferous Flea. 
SoME OBSERVATIONS MADE BY 
SCIENTISTS AT WASHINGTON. 

By a Special Contributor, 


CCORDING to entomologists of the Agricultural 
Department ai Washington there are various and 
sundry species of fleas to try the patience of men, 


| women and children, to say nothing of the animal king- 
dom. Examination and study of many species sent the 


department in recent years show that the species which 


commonly overrun houses in damp summers, in our east- 


ern cities at least, is not, as many suppose, the human 


ea, but the common cosmopolitan fiea of the cat or dog. 


it is estimated that one cat or dog can distribute fleas at 


the rate of several thousand a day. This flea is the 
smallest of the species, but is a vigorous and aggressive | 


biter. The flea is always hungry: his appetite is never 


satisfied, and he will exercise his sucker just as long as 
| he is permitted without interruption. With him there 
is a “continuous performance” so far as gratifying his 
appetite is concerned. Fieas will not bite people who 


have a great deal of iron in their systems, and this fact 
is why some claim that they are never bothered with 


them. To those who are delicate and frail the bite of a | 


en is poisonous, and these bites frequently cause sores 
_ which run into blood poisoning. 


THE PESTIFEROUS FLEA. 


The observations of the flea men in their experiments 
show that an entire generation of fleas may be developed 
in a little more than a fortnight; hence, a housekeeper 
closing her house for a few weeks in summer need not 
be surprised to find the establishment overrun with the 
pestiferous insects when she opens it again. There is 


enough to serve as a metamorphose in extremities. In 
Hindoostan, where the belief in the metempsychosis still 
exists—wherever, in fact, linger in the east legends of 
the philosophical dogmas of 
hospitals where beggars are paid a stipulated price to 
pass the night that the vermin, such as fleas, bugs, etc., 
may be ded at the expense of their life blood. Imagine. 
if you can, such a night with a thousand rampant beaks 
stuck into your anatomy! The flea-infected districts of 
New Jersey and Texas, of which much has been written, 
are nothing compared to this. 

Fleas are pugilists, and are clothed in armor like 
knights of old. They will fight to the death, and land 
such blows as would put old man John L. to shame. If 
a dozen or more fleas are put in a glass jar for a day, 
you will soon perceive the remains of the dead and 


| wounded as a result of close companionship. They will 
| stand on their hind legs and buffet their opponents with 


the fore legs; they roll and toss and tumbie until it is 
pitiable to see the wrecks left behind.

denture, that in order not to lose even a mother’s daily 


task ereches have been instituted on most of the larger 
estates, to the entire satisfaction of employer and em- 
ployé. 


These ereches are in reality nothing more or less than 
huge wire netting cages, inclosing several thatched huts 


and a playground. A staff of well-trained ayahs (native 


nurses) attend to the wants of the many babies placed 
in their charge, feeding and rocking them to sleep from 
sunrise to sunset, when their respective mothers claim 
them, and hand them over again on the following morn- 
ing. In this way, the youngsters have the best of care 
and food during their parents’ absence in the field. 
During the passage down the straits, we passed close 
to Malacca, where many of the native fishing huts ap- 
peared to stand far out in the shallow bay, built of wood 
or palm leaves and standing on piles. Our ship did not 
call here, but proceeded on her way to Singapore, at 


which port we cast anchor the fourth day after leaving 
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Penang is a beautiful island, and as we dropped an- 
chor in the pretty harbor, with densely-wooded hills on 
our right and a wealth of tropical foliage fringing its 
banks, we were all too eager to jump into the sampans 
which came alongside to convey us to the jetty. As our 
ship was scheduled to remain here for two days, this 
allowed us ample time in which to view the sights of 
the city and neighborhood. 


The botanical gardens, distant some five miles from 
the landing stage, were first visited, and they well re- 
‘paid us for the hot and dusty rickshaw drive. Gaudy 
houses of the wealthier Chinese merchants, painted sky- 
blue or yellow, surrounded by large and well-kept com- 
pounds, lined either side of the broad road. Joss houses, 
Hindu temples and even Mohammedan mosques, built in 
close proximity to each other, gave the place a very cos- 
mopolitan appearance. As we entered the main gate an 
unexpected and pleasing sight met our gaze. Instead of 
the usual stereotyped garden, with trees planted at inter- 
vals as if a tape measure had been used, we beheld a 
most beautiful natural park, whose terraced lawns and 
wealth of flowering shrubs formed a fitting foreground 


to a waterfall which flashed off all the colors of the ®ain- 


bow as the sun caught its spray. In one corner of the 
gardens was a natural cleft in the rock, its sides cov- 
ered with ferns and mosses and kept green and moist by 
a second fall which trickled from out a clump of trees, 
keeping dresh and cool the water in a large pool which 
had been converted into a swimming bath. 

After an excellent dinner at the hotel, we turned in 
early, as our programme for the morrow included a trip 
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landing stage, but our rickshaw man quickly conveyed 
us to Raffles Hotel, the best and most frequented hos- 
telry in the Straits. 


As the Catherine Apcar had to proceed to Hongkong 
and Shanghai, we had to wait four days for a return 
steamer from China, so, having booked our passage to 
Calcutta by the Kut Sang, we made plans accordingly. 
Singapore is an old settlement, having been founded as 
far back as 1283 by the Malays. The island was sub- 
sequently sold to the British by the late Sultan of Jo- 
hore in 1824, since which time it has risen to importance 
as one of the great commercial centers of the Far East.

This expedition, which is known as the Anglo-Ameri- 
can Arctic Exploration, is under the general auspices of 
both the American and English Geographical Societies, 
and also those of the Duchess of Bedford (England.) 

The expenses of the expedition are borne jointly by 
the societies, and the English noble lady, though it is 
generally understood that the Duchess of Bedford de- 
frays much the larger portion of the expenses. These 
win amount to thousands of dollars. For the reason of 
the liberality shown_by the Duchess in the interests of 
scientific knowledge, the little vessel that bears the party 
was christened in her honor. ; 

For a long time a strong belief has prevailed among 
Arctic explorers and many scientific men, especially 

those who have closely studied polar geography, that 

north of the North American continent there exists a 
vast stretch of land—an immense island, or mainland, 
that has never yet been discovered, or its distant shore 
touched by human feet—at least, the feet of the white 
man. It is to solve this great problem—if it be a hu- 
man possibility—that Capt. Mikkelsen organized this 
important expedition, in quest of “these unknown, and 
as yet undiscovered “regions.” 

The explorers predicate their theory on the drift of 
the ill-starred vessel, Jeanette, that sailed from San 
Francisco years ago, and other north-pole-bound vessels, 


and the known flight of migratory birds, the discovery 


of Eskimo remains, and the many stdries narrated by 
the nativés, who tell of land existing in the direction 
where the party intend to explore. Just how long the 
explorers will be absent, depends solely upon the meas- 
ure of success that attends the expedition. 

An abundant supply of provisions was taken to last 
the party for two years, or more. This voyage of dis- 
covery is fraught with no little perit, and the vessel and 
party may never be heard of again. However, this is 
hardly probable, as the commander has had much expe- 
rience in Arctic navigation. If this unknown land, or 


lands, so eagerly sought out, shall be discovered, a larger 
and much more complete expedition will be organized 


at once to make a thorough exploration of these new 
Arctic regions. 
As the expedition salled from Victoria, it will return 


to that point first, whether the voyage shall result suc- 


cessfully or otherwise. Up to the present date, nothing 
has been heard of the party since last November. How- 
ever, some tidings may be received at any time. The re- 
sults of this voyage of discovery will be watched for 
with great interest by the scientific world.

Seaweeds, gathered on the shores of Europe, are made 
to yield large quantities of valuable commercial mate- 
rials—among others iodine. From this source in fact, is 
obtained the entire supply of iodine consumed in the 
world, the great usefulness of which in medicine and in 


pound of the substance to the growing weeds. 

In some parts of the Atlantic Ocean marine plants 
form immense banks—veritable floating meadows, which 
contain vast stores of material in readiness for use by 
man. Up to the present time, however, no practicable 
method has been devised for bringing the stuff to mar- 
ket, or for spreading it upon the soil, which it would do 
so much to render fruitful. As a fertilizer seaweeds are 


unsurpassed; and they act with wonderful rapidity, pro- 
ducing at once from soi) that has been unproductive 
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its top an air bulb, from which a tuft of streamer-like 
leaves thirty or forty feet long extends. Yet the stem 
is no thicker than a window cord, very strong and flex- 
ible, and the natives in that region have used it since 
time immemorial] for lines for deep-sea fishing, prepar- 
ing it by soaking, stretching, and drying. 

From the fronds of the giant kelp is obtained a 
remarkable substance which, the chemists say, is thirty- 
seven times as gummy as gum arabic. When evapo- 
rated on slate, it takes the form of thin sheets, resem- 
bling gelatine, and very flexible. These sheets can be 
written or printed upon; and in Japan taney are used for 
windows by poor people, being very translucent. This 
curious stuff is excellent tor thickening puddings and 
soups, and may yet take the place of gum arabic in the 
manufacture of jujubes. : 

In Northern Europe seaweeds are turned to account as 
winter food for horses and cattle; upholsterers employ 
them as stuffing for turniture in place of hair, and many 
species are utilized by chemists for the manufacture of 
soda, bromide, and various sulphates, chlorides and sill- 
cates. It might be mentioned, in addition, that excel- 
lent paper has been made from them; and not long ago 
a process was patented for converting such plants into 
an imitation of horn, for cutlery handles and other 
purposes. 

Thousands of tons of seaweeds are gathered annually 
on the coasts of China and Japan, packed in bales, and 
carried to all parts of those countries, even to remote 
Thibet, for use as human food, the plants being pre- 
pared in a variety of ways for use in soups and with 
rice, fish, and vegetables. One advantage of this contri- 
bution to diet is that it communicates a salty flavor to 
whatever it is mixed with—a great economy for the 
poorer classes, who are obliged to pay very dear for salt, 
especially if they live far away from the ocean. Also,

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The Japs Were Licked. 


A Lesson TauGnut THEM By A 
SMALL PORTION OF Oun NAVY. |

HE talk of a possible war with Japan brings to 

mind a historic Uttle incident in which the “little 

brown men” and a smal! portion of the United 
States navy once participated. 

The occurrence referred to took place in 1863, when the 
United States was very busy with the Southern Confed- 
eracy. It was this fact that tended to cover the Japa- 
nese affair with obscurity, and to render it comparatively 
insignificant; so that very few people are conversant 
with the naval battle that sent two of the Mikado’s ships 
to the bottom of the ocean and hurled his fortifications 
playthings. The United 
States steam frigate Wyoming was the instrument that 
in the hands of Providence, and Capt. McDougal, taught 
the Nipponites a lesson that seems to have been (orgot- 
ten. 


The Wyoming was not a large vessel, but she was a 
marine hornet, and her sting meant death or a long 
spell of sickness to anybody or anything that got in her 
way. She was commanded by Capt. David Sockton Mc- 
Dougal, and had been sent to cruise in Asiatic waters for 
the purpose of looking after Confederate privateers, espe- 
cially the Alabama, that were destroying American com- 
merce and making things lively generally for our com- 


mercial marine. The Wyoming's battery consisted of 


two eleven-inch Dahlgren guns on pivots amidships and 
four 32-pounders in her broadside. She was manned by 
160 men. 


At that time the Japanese were very bitter against all 
foreigners, and the Mikado issued an order expelling 
everybody who did not belong there, from his little do- 
main. In attempting to carry out this policy, their initi- 
atory move was to fortify the bluffs on each side of the 


Mediterranean.” These bluffs were dignified with the 
appellation of the “Gibraltar of the Japanese Mediterra- 
nean The channel between them is about three miles 
long and a mile and a hak wide: On the bluffs com- 
manding this channel the Japanese had erected seven 
batteries consisting of 32, 24 and 12-pound guns of the 
most modern type at that time. In addition to these, 
they had three ships of war in the vicinity, all of which 
made an attempt to pass through the straits a hazard- 
ous undertaking for any vessel that might have the te- 
merity to make the venture. Their ships consisted of the 
iron steamer Lancefield, the brig Lanark and the bark 
Daniel Webster, all provided with batteries of 24-pound- 
ers: and any foreign vessel that attempted to pass these 
shore batteries and fighting ships stood a fair show of 
being either shot to pieces or sent to the bottom of the 
sea. 
The first American ship to call down the wrath of the 
Japanese was the steamer Pembroke, which, unconscious 
of any danger, entered the narrow passage on June 23, 
pound for Nagasaki. The story of her unannounced re- 
ception is told by Edgar Stanton Maclay, in his “History 
of the American Navy: 
“Immediately after the Pembroke came to, the Japa- 
nese warship Daniel Webster moved up and dropped an- 
chor a short distance from her. No suspicion of foul 
play seems to have been entertained by the captain of the 


pembroke, for he had shown his colors. About an hour 


after midnight the Daniel Webster, without the slight- 
est warning, opened fire on the Pembroke, and soon the 
Lanark approached, her crew shouting like demons. 
Anchoring near, the bark opened on the steamer. Real- 


Yzing that the Japanese were determined to sink his ves- 


sel, the master of the Pembroke retraced his course and 
eluded his assailants. Complaint was made to the offi- 
cials at Tokio, and indemnity to the amount of $10,000 


was demanded and paid. 
This was simply a prelude to the entertainment that 


Capt. McDougal was destined to give these people who, 


without notice or provocation, would fire on an unarmed, 
defenseless vessel. A few days after the Pembroke 
affair, a French dispatch boat was the victim of a simi- 
lar cowardly attack, was nearly sunk and a number of 
her men were killed. A Dutch cruiser that ventured Into 
the straits to investigate the matter was riddled with 


shot, and came near going to the bottom; but finally es- 


_ after being hit thirty times. 
3 — the Dutchman, a French gunboat with more 
temerity than discretion, got within range of the bat- 
tertes of the venomous little Japanese and was sunk 
But Capt. McDougal with the Wyoming was in the neigh- 


| porhood, and the American commander was in anything 


but a good humor when he heard of the hilarious time 
the Japanese were having with the foreign vessels. He 
detided, notwithstanding he was about ready to sail for 
home, to visit the locality. 


“He dropped anchor,” according to Maclay, at the east- 
ern end of the straits, on the evening of July 15, having 
first learned that the Lancefield drew no more water than 
his own ship. Early the next morning the Wyoming 
rounded a point of land, when one of the batteries opened 
fire on her, the first shot striking the ship just above the 
engine-room, cutting away some rigging—ample evidence 
of the accuracy of the Japanese gunners. Making no re- 


ply to this, the Wyoming steamed on till she rounded . 


promontory, when she came within full sight of 
the town and within long range of the batteries and the 
Japanese warships. 


“The shrewd American commander had noticed a line 
of stakes driven into the mud, evidently marking the 
edge of the main channel. Rightly guessing that the 
enemy had long before got the precise range of this 
waterway, McDougal ordered his pilots to take the ship 


| toward the northern shore, close under the batteries on 


that side. The Daniel Webster was anchored close to the 
town, the Lanark about fifty yards beyond und a length 
ahead, and near her was the Lancefield. All these ves- 
sels were rigged with kedge anchors and grappling an- 
chors at their yard arms, ready to close on the Wyo- 
ming, and carry her by boarding. Their decks were cov- 
ered with men shouting and defying the Americans to 
come on. 


“Making directly for these vessels, McDougal shook 
out his colors, but reserved his fire, intending to attack 
the vessels first, and give his attention to the batteries 
afterward. The sight of the American flag seemed to 
act like oll on fire, for now the Japanese opened fire from 
other batteries with savage ferocity. McDougal’s shift 
from the main channel somewhat disconcerted their 
plans, as Was seen by the fact that most of their shots 
took effect in the Wyoming's rigging. Observing a- good 
opportunity to deliver a few blows, McDougal opened 
with his pivot and starboard guns, and with such effect 
that one battery was torn to pieces and silenced at the 
first broadside. 


“Keeping steadily on for the ships, the Wyoming, when 
nearly abreast of the squadron, was fired upon by the 
Daniel Webster, by which two men, William Clark and 
George Watson, were killed, the latter by a chain shot. 
About the same time a shot from one of the batteries 
killed a marine. The Americans were now firing from 
every gun in the ship, and with splendid effect, as was 
shown by the loads of earth and broken gun mountings 
that were huried into the air. 


“Aided by the strong tide, the Wyoming swiftly passed 
down the straits, so that the Japanese gunners, although 


fring with admirable rapidity, could discharge no more 


than three broadsides. One of their shells killed all of 
the crew of the forward 32-paqunder except three men. 


“The Wyoming had now passed the ships, which she 
rounded to with the intention of making a target of 
them, but at this critical juncture she ran aground, 
where six batteries in the squadron could concentrate 
their fire upon her, and for a moment it looked very 
much like defeat. The Lancefleld was now observed to 


ship her cable and steam over to the northern shore, 


probably with a view of gathering headway for ram- 
western entrance to the sea known as the Japanese 


ming the helpless American. Realizing the danger, Mc. 
Dougal directed all his attention to the steamer, hoping 
to disable her before she could do the threatened mis- 
chief. 
“Meantime the Wyoming’s engines had been reversed. 
and after a powerful effort, she was backed clear of the 
mud into deep water. Maneuvering as well as the five- 
knot current and sunken rocks would admit of, McDougal 
got his two pivot guns into play on the Lancefield, and 
soon II-inch shells were doing their awful work on the 
hull of the steamer. The second carefully aimed shell 
from the forward pivot gun crashed through the Lance- 
field one foot above the water line, pierced the boiler and 
came out on the other side, tearing a great hole in the 
hull. Ags if not satisfied with the work, the shell speeded 
over the water, and exploded in the town, a quarter of a 


mile away. 


“In an instant the Lancefield was enveloped in a mass 
of steam, smoke, flame and cinders. Scores of men threw 
themselves into the sea. Two more shells were then 
sent into the Lancefield to insure her destriction. The 
pivot guns were then turned on the Daniel Webster, 
which ship had been keeping up a destructive fire. A dew 
well-directed shells settled her fate, and she followed the 
Lancefield to the bottqm. 

McDougal was now able to d ste his entire attention 
to the shore batteries. He deliberately retraced his 
course through the straits, keeping up a most effective 
firé, so much so that, although greatly exposed, his ves- 
sel was scarcely injured. 

“After passing the last battery, and getting beyond the 
reach of the Japanese guns, the Wyoming came to, and 
the men had time to count their losses. The action had 
lasted just one hour and ten minutes, in which time the 
Wyoming had been struck more than twenty times, ten 
shots having pierced her hull. The ship had fired fifty- 
five rounds, or nearly one for every minute of the action. 
Six men were killed and four wounded. . 

“Four days later the French frigate Semiramis and the 
gunboat Tancrede entered the straits and, after 
a detachment of 250 men, captured the batteries.” 

Speaking of this brilliant action, Griffis says: “To the 
Choshin clansmen, brave and capable as they themselves 
were, it seemed as though McDougal possessed more than 
human nerve in thus running his vessel into the firce 
fire which they had prepared tor him. 
er spoke respectfully of the ‘American devils.’ ”

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Down Among the Dead. 
GRUESOME END OF A SERIES OF 
REMARKABLE EXPERIENCES.

; NE of the most remarkable of Poe's strange tales

For Dyocke was herself a peas- 
ant, and, evidently to these plain folk rehearsing her 
legend, a sort of rustic Penelope, whose attractions mag- 
nified the prestige of their clasg, At Gotenburg, on the 
inner coast of Sweden, on the Categat, as I descended 
to Denmark, the attendants in the public libraries called 
my attention to the printed records and narratives of 
this popular enchantress whose story had apparently 


warped and tinctured sober Scandinavian history with 


its golden thread of romance. 

In Copenhagen, once more, the art galleries were 
generously adorned with the pictures of this northern 
Helen, elevated and idealized by the Danish artists into 


also with accounts of the seductive graces and history 
of the énchanting peasant maiden whose moral unrecti- 
tude in becoming the mistress of a king furnished the 
adequate spice for literary treatment. Her legend as 
in the course of centuries it had undoubtedly come tv 
be, evidently obsessed the northern fancy. By this con- 
tinued iteration of her name 1 found myself becoming 
singularly interested in the personal romance of Dyocke 
and proceeded at last to investigate the historic data 
forming its basis. 

Dyocke, as the books told me, was the child of a 
Dutch peasant woman, Sigbrit by name, who, with her 
comely daughter, had come to Norway during the reign 
of King Hans of Denmark, and set up as the mistress of 
a tavern at Bergen. The son of Hans, afterward Chris- 
tian the Second of Denmark, Norway and Sweden, Was a 
dissplute youth, gifted, however, with a fine voice, and 
addicted. to music. Of his youth the following account 
is given by a Danish historian: 

“This prince, whose learning and knowledge of busi- 
ness far exceed those of most men of his rank and times, 
was brought up in a strange manner, considering that he 
had been early crowned joint King with and successor 
to his gather. and was looked upon by most Danes as 
the rightful heir to the thrones of Norway and Sweden, 
as well as to that of Denmark. We are told that one 
day when he was sleeping in his cradle, a tame ape lifted 
him up and ran with him to the flat roof of the castle, 
where the creature was seen dangling and tossing the 
infant up and down. The royal servants were in great 
alarm, but did not dare cal] out or follow the animal 
lest he might throw the child to the ground, and so they 
waited till the ape of its own accord brought him within 
reach of his nurse. 

“The King and Queen were often absent on long jour- 
neys, going from place to place to visit the different 
provinces of their kingdom, and in order to provide for 
their little son during their frequent absences from the 


the court and placed him in the house of a tradesman of 
Copenhagen, named Hans Melzenheim Bogbinder. They 
took care that his learning should be well attended to by 
engaging the services of a good scholar, the Canon 
George Hinze, under whom Christian studied daily for 
several hours. When he grew older, the King plated 
him altogether under the care of Hinze, who, finding 
that he could not trust the wild little prince when he 


accordingly did. 


out of his sight. He therefore took him with him into 
church whenever he was doing duty. As Christian had 
a good ear for music, and a fine voice, he was made to 
sing among the choristers at matins and vespers. 
when King Hans was told that the heir to 
northern kingdoms was singing in every choir in 


lie 


hagen, he flew into a great rage and said very bad 
things of the canon. The poor man pleaded in his ex- 
cuse that, being only a low-born peasant and priest, he 
dia not know what was the right thing to do, and was 
in constant terror lest some harm would befall the royal 
boy when he saw him taking part in the rough games in 


which he had great delight. 


The King ¢orgave the canon, but he wrote an earnest 
letter to his kinsman, the Elector Joachim of Branken- 
burg, begging him to send to Denmark, without fail, 
stern and learned man who would know how to man- 
age the unruly young prince. The elector looked about 
him for the right kind of a man, and soon a great 
scholar, known as the Mayister, or Master Conrad, came 
from Germany and taught his pupil to such good effect 
that Christian for the rest of his days spoke and wrote 
Latin as well as the most learned university professors 
of his times. 

“But although the young Prince loved learning and 
made good progress, he loved his own amusements bet- 
ter; and we are told as a proof of how well King Hans 
followed Solomon's precept not to spare the rod, that 
when he found his son was in the habit of bribing the 
palace watch to let him pass freely in and out when- 
ever he wanted to join the cntertainments of the citi- 
zens, he used a horsewhip so charply on Christian's 
back and shoulders as to force him to go on his knees 
and promise amendment. 

But at last the time came when the father could no 
longer use the rod, and, in 1501, Hans sent Prince Chris- 
tian into Norway as independent Governor, or viceroy 
of that kingdom.” 

So much for the Danish historian concerning the youth 
and discipline of the young King in the days, four cen- 
turies ago, before the fine art of music had found favor 
with kings as today, when Scandinavian monarchs find 
their chief delight in becoming virtuosos in their own 
orchestras and brass bands! 

But it is further narrated that in Norway the young 
viceroy set the hearts of the female peasantry in flame 
with his tuneful yoice and agreeable manners. At Ber- 
gen tne Prince discovered in her little tavern the Flem- 
ish Frau Sigbrit and her lovely daughter, whose charms 
quickly ensnared him. 

On the death of his father, Hans Christian returned 
to Denmark, himself now King of Denmark and Nor- 
way, to which royalties he auded that of Sweden. After 
the manner of kings he was conventionally married, but 
the queen of his affections was the Norwegian peasant, 
the ravishing Dyocke. He returned to Bergen and 
brought her and her mother, Sigbrit, to Copenhagen to 
preside over the Danish court. 

Distinguished for wit, as well as for personal charms, 
Dyocke maintained for years her empire over her royal 
lover, Frau Sigbrit becoming the adviser and actual 
minister of the Danish King in all his affairs, state and 
personal. . 

The fascinations of the young Norwegian Venus at- 
tracted many admirers among the polished gallants of 
the Copenhagen court, many intrigues being woven 
about her. Dyocke, however, it is maintained, remained 
constant to her royal lover, their mutual affection mak- 
ing the most notavie romance in all the north, where it 
is still cnerished as a touching national love story. But 
at length the King’s peasant sweetheart died suddenly, 
it was said, of poison, some persons, including the King, 
insisting that she owed her death to eating a dish of 
cherries sent to her by a nobleman, Torbe Oxe, who it 
was known, had once wished to marry her. As the story 
is recorded in the Danish histories, the King did not 
rest till he had had poor Torbe brought to trial on this 
and other charges, and when the council] declared they 
could see no just cause of offense against him, Christian 
swore that in spite of all they said, Oxe should lose his 
head if it were ten times as hard to cut off as a bul- 
.lock’s.” True to his word, the King refused to listen 
to any appeal in Oxe’s favor, and caused him to be 
‘brought to the block and executed. 3 
Such was the historic account read by me in Copen- 
hegen of this feminine paragon of the north. Though 
much entertained by the romance, I believed that I had 
there heard the last of Dyocke. But it was not 80 or- 
dered. At Stockholm, in Sweden, the oft-told tale of the 
“peasant girl” who had become the “mistress of a king” 
was again and again variously rehearsed. 

It looked ominous! Would I never get rid of this de- 
ceased Scandinavian beauty? The hundredth repetition 
of the tale was affecting my nerves like the iteration of 
a note in music. Like most of my sex, I had had some 
fortunate escapes from living sirens, but this Gothic 
charmer, 300 years dead, seemed likely to be my fate—as

che firms on the coast are represented by Mussulman 
or Jewish dealers, who receive goods from the interior 
by caravan, and send them on for export. Saffi is the 
nearest port, but it is of little value because of its poor 
harbor. It trails its dazzling white houses down the 
cliffs over which Cape Sam stands guard, with a table 
land at the head of the spur, and near by the suburb of 
Rabat. 
The fine mosques and bazaars of Morocco are not in 
the cities of the coast. The people look upon the ports 
as simply places in which to deal with the outside world; 
the real national life and pride is far in the intefior. 
Morocco is not entirely a barbarous country. In the 
larger cities there is a high order of civilized society. 
There are fine homes and country houses, with the rich- 
est of furnishings and hangings, soft, rare rugs, foun- 
tains, wide rooms, music, and sumptuous meals served 
by women negro servants, who are slaves and perform 
all the domestic labor. The Moorish women are very 
ignorant; very few of them know how to write. They 
rarely go out, and they pass the time those of the 
wealthy class, in embroidery, long hours on the terrace 
reserved for the women, a little gossip. with a neighbor, 


a little music, a little card-playing. They are dressed in 
a long garment of cloth or silk with an overgarment, | 
very thin, showing the color of the robe underneath. | 
There is a sash of embroidered silk, tasseled slippers, a a 
bright-colored kerchief on the head, rows of pearls and | 
precious stones, breastpins, earrings, and anklets. The 
men's costume is quite as striking. They wear the col- 
ored garment, aud the one over it of thin texture, and 
above this a hooded short-sleeved coat, with the hood 
thrown back. A burnouse of fine gauze covers the head 
and drapes the body. and under this on the head is a 
red skull cap called a fez. Many homes along the Med- 
iterranean are centers of gay life, with their functions 
and entertaining, but the Moorish women live very se- 
cluded lives, the lower classes being more free than are 
those of the wealthy people. .

The 
Jews as a mass are terribly in subjection. In most of 
the cities they are compelled to live in separate quar- 
ters, called Mellahs This was done in the first place to 
guard them from persecution, but, the revival of the Mo- 
hammedan religion in the sixteenth century naturally 
reacted upon them, and they were subjected to great 
hardships. They were required to wear black clothes and 
black shoes, to go on foot in the streets and take off 
their head covering in front of a mosque. They lived 
entirely separate, they were held in contempt, even the 
name given to their quarters being a term of reproach, 
the literal meaning being “Place of Salt.” The official 
report of the Universal Jewish Alliance gives the num- 
ber of Jews in Casa Blanca as 5000, in Marrakech 4000, 
6000 at Mekinez. 10,900 at Mogador and Tangier, 8000 at 
Fer, 6500 at Tetouan. Then there are the smaller cities 
to add their quota, and this number is doubled, or nearly 
so, by those of the Great Atlas, and the Jews among the 
„lad es Siba,” or submissive tribes. 
As early as the seventh century there were Jews set- 
tled in Morocco. In the sixteenth century, hordes of 


that time they split into two sections, because of differ- 
ences in ritual and ceremonial belief, and this still pre- 
| vails. This is not the only cause of enmity, for they do 
not all speak the same language. North of Casa Blanca 
the language is Spartish with a mixture of Hebrew and 
Arabic. The other Jews of the Arab portion speak a 
mongrel Hebraic Arabic tongue, and those living among 
the Berbers speak the dialect of the tribe among whom 
they live. They are under the protection of Sheiks or 
governors, and really are slaves to them. Their situa- 
tion is better among the Arabs than elsewhere, and in- 
dividuals have succeeded in gaining wealth and power 
on the coast as well-to-do merchants, and agents of 
large rms. In nearly every village there is one Jew 
who is called the moneybag.“ and who acts as a sort of 
combined banker, commissioner and agent. But the 
great majority live in poverty, and squalor, often over-

differ in costume. All dwellers among the Arabs dress 
the same, the men in black headgear, a black robe, and | 
black boots, to which they sometimes add a colored gar- 
ment for festival days. in Southern Morocco the men 
wear on the head a blue handkerchief with white spots, 
which is tied under the chin. lu the Berber country the 
distinctive feature is the black fez and long curls worn 


by the men in the outlying districts; elsewhere they all 
wear the white costume worn by the Berbers. The 
Jewish religion is not seen in its purity in Morocco: it 
has become Islamized as it were. There is a sort of | 


worship of saints, and there are devout pilgrimages to 


graves which are venerated and supposed to possess 
miraculous properties. The more ignorant are fanatical 
to a degree, always ready for a panic, easily swayed 
among themselves; but Islam and Jew alike they are all 


_ suspicious of foreigners and Christians, who are for- 


bidden to enter either the mosques or the synagogues. 


It is this extreme fanaticism that makes the prospect 
of a holy war so alarming. Islamism all over the world 
will unite to fight for its followers, and this brings Eng- 
land and British possessions into the quarrel. The 
Jews are amply able to finance an opposition, carrying 
as they do the money bags for so large a part of the 
world, and each faction is arrayed against the ruling 
government of Morocco, as well as against the other fac- 
tion and the European world. 


Now what is the cohesive power that has, ih the past, 
been able to hold together in a universal government 
these differing elements? Obviously, no fusion is pos- 
sible, and the only dependence is the ability of the Sul- 
tan to keep all the differing and different people under 
his reign. Never was a Sultan so hedged in and bound 
down by tradition as is the Sultan of Morocco. The Mo- 
roccan is hostile to all outside influence, and if the Sul- 
tan makes any effort toward improving conditions fm his 
country, shows any impulse toward progress, there is 
instantly a cry that he is turning Christian, and the 
Holy Faith is in danger, whereupon Jew, Moor, Arab 
and Berber are all alike ready or war. However, when 


| he becomes the object of the fiercest criticism he seldom 


needs to fear personal violence, for they would all fear 
that they would suffer after death when they came for 
judgment before the Prophet Mohammed. The great 
danger is that some interloper may arise who will prove 
to the people thai their Sultan is an impostor, and get 
the government into his own hands. Once deposed, the 
life of the Sultan would be worthless. ? 


El Mahdi, the fanatical leader of the Arabs, has 
years given trouble through his power over the desert 
hordes. Splendidly mounted, utterly fearless, super- 
stitious and merciless, they make a formidable army. 
The Beni-Hasen tribe, the most important one in North- 


ern Morocco, can put 5000 horsemen in the field. 


The government of Morocco has always shifted from 
north to south between Fez and Marrakech following a 
certain route and making of the other two cities stop- 
ping places by the way. When the tribes become par- 
ticularly rebellious at some other locality there is a 
greater display of power at that point, but the Sultans 
have always had to visit the four cities in succession, 
and the greatest rulers have been the greatest travelers. 
One, indeed, who held the strongest sway over his people 
boasted that his life was spent under canvas, referring 
to the great camps that are made for the Sultan and his 
retinue while they are on their travels. 


Polygamy prevails in Morocco, but it is strongest in 
the country districts and is dying out in the cities. Mar- 
riages occur when the girl is between 15 and 16, and the 
man over 20. but betrothals are often made when the 
prospective bride and groom are in their cradles, the 
parents arranging all marriages. 

Many of the Moors betray their negro blood by their 
color, and, while the negroes are slaves, and a slave 
market is held three times a week In the bazaar of Mar- 
rakech, the slavery is of a mild sort, and the fact of 
giving birth to a child trees a negress. 

Raisuli is a prince of the royal blood, with a fair conr 
plexion and dark hair. He is gentlemanly, quiet in 
speech and manners. But his mountain tribes are feared 
everywhere. They are seldom seen outside their moun- 
tain homes except when they loot some village, or make 
such a capture as that of Perdicaris. 

The present difficulty in Morocco originated in Rai- 
suli’s seizure of Sir Harry Maclean. Sir Harry Maclean 
is a Scotchman, an old officer of the English garrison at 
Gibraltar, who, for some reason, left the English army, 
went over to Morocco and went into the army of the Sul- 
tan as instructor. For more than twenty years he con- 
tinued in what proved to be an ungrateful task, but in 
time he began to be looked upon as a sort of counselior, 
an attaché of the government. He was the only Euro- 
pean who was prominent at court, and, indeed, came to 
be regarded as a Moroccan. He wore the turban, wide 
trousers tucked into yellow boots, a kaftan and a bur- 
nouse. To the office of military instructor he added that 
of friend and confidant of the Sultan. 

To keep up the standing army, each tribe consents to 
keep a certain number of men under arms, and there are 
also volunteer regiments recruited by noted leaders or 
Kaids. The best-known of these is a battalion of about 
2500 men, formed by Kaid Sir Harry Maclean. The Mo- 
reccan government makes a distinction between the 
towns and country districts. The towns are entitled to 
governors, and all the rest of the country is divided into 
tribes with one or more Kaids at their head. These 
Kaids are absolute masters. They name the Sheiks of 
the clans, have charge of the military, settle the tax. 
and decide everything except religious questions. They 
are usually chosen from the most influential families of 
the tribes. 

The volunteer regiments can only be kept up by con- 
tinual recruiting, for the Moroccan soldier is a born de- 
serter, and with his rifle pawned for a little money he is 
free to roam the plains or hide in the caves. Their 
carelessness renders the cannon, which is of all sorts of 
makes, largely useless, and the army as an attacking 
torce at least, is a very uncertain body.

N the first place, the story is not true. The popular 
histories are wrong, and have misled all of our people.

Lord Corn- 
wallis did not surrender at Yorktown. George Wash- 
ington never saw Yorktown. Lafayette saw it, but not 
until 18265. 
At that time, 1781, Yorktown was not on any map; and 
was not on the face of the earth. The writer has lived 
quite a number of years, carrying from schoolboyhood 
the popular belief that the Revolutionary War closed 
with the surrender of Ear) Cornwallis at Yorktown; but 
it is untrue. 
Previous to the Revolutionary War, and long after- 
ward, the village of York was known as the most im- 


and known, until some indefinite time during the nine- 


“Yorktown;” not by any officia] act but by reason of 
common consent and popular knowledge of the place as 
of that name. It is strange that it should require a 
to this place in order to acquire knowledge of this 
portant fact of history. 

One could easily believe that this town of York might 
have been the original home of the lotus eaters; for the 
people drowse and dream, having no ambition, no en- 
ergy, no aspiration for greatness. Yet, for many years 
they seem to have expected to have greatness thrust 
upon them some day, on account of their historic envi- 
ronments, their circumstances and centerstances. And 


after all, because of the splendid natural location of the 


place, as a port of entry, in the great and marvelous 
future, into the vestibule of which we are entering, busi- 
ness interests may require the development of the place. 
For the present, it is a small place with a great past, 
and with a hazy nebulous ¢uture. 


This town of York has its legend; its particular 
legend. It is false, probably. The majority of legends 
are false. This one is slanderous, for it tends to brand 
the brow of a brave man with cowardice. That fact 


causes every visitor to doubt it. The narrator not only 


doubts, but disbelieves it. 
Cornwallie’s Cave. 


Did you ever hear of Cornwallis’s Cave? It is a large 
room hewn out of the red marl mound on which York 
was built; a marl composed of myriads of tiny shells; so 
tiny that you can hold more than a hundred of them 
on your finger nail. The legend is, that during the bom- 
bardment of York, Lord Cornwallis becanie frightened 
and fied to this cave. It is easier to su that this 
cave was made for the uses of the artillery arm of the 
service, as a safe place for the storage of ammunition; 
for no cannons then made could penetrate the natural 


walls of the cave. The entrance, down by the river's 


edge, was concealed so completely that no enemy could 
have discovered it from any ship. 

York is surrounded with fortifications; some of them. 
being relics of Revolutionary days, and others being 
remnants of the defenses erected during the war between 
the States. “Surrender Monument“ marks the er- 
act spot on which the surrender of Lord Cornwallis oc- 
curred, after all of the articles of the capitulation had 
been signed and sealed. The superintendent of the local 
National Cemetery, bore all of the expense of the monu- 
ment and did all of the work upon it. The base is built 
of rock from the cave; English bricks were taken from 
the foundation of the old colonial Courthouse, and of 
them the shaft was builded. The builder and donor was 
John W. Shaw. 

The principal object of interest in historic York is the 
Moore House, on Temple Farm, where the capitulation 
was completed. This venerable colonial mansion was 
builded early in the seventeenth century, and is well 
preserved. It was the summer home of Gov. Spottswood 
when Virginia was an infant commonwealth. In 1825 
the distinguished visitor, the Marquis de Lafayette, oc- 
cupied the capitulation-room, on the occasion of his 
visit to this scene of his co-partnership with Washing- 
ton. And, in 1881, when the centennial celebration was

The first customhouse in the United States was erected 
here in York, and is in a good state of preservation. The 
exact date of its erection is not known, but records show 
that it was there in 1715. Originally all goods imported 
into this country for New York, Philadelphia and the 
other little towns of the United States were brought 
through this customhouse. Doesn't it seem strange to 
contemplate that fact? 


It seems almost a pity that so few visitors ever see the 
beautiful monument erected in 1881 by act of Congress, 
to commemmorate the final battle of the Revolutionary 
War, “whereby the Independence of the United States 
was achieved.” The monument is 95% feet high, and 
covers an area of 945 square feet. Its inscriptions are 
historical. One side gives the dedicatory inscription as 
a memorial to Victory, another gives a narrative of the 
siege, another shows our alliance with France, and the 
¢ourth side indicates peace with Great Britain. 


The principal inscription is on the south side, and it 


shows in succinct form that Lord Cornwallis was sur- 


rounded by superior numbers, and that his surrender 
was not to have been prevented. There was no opportu- 
nity for escape. It is as follows: 

“At York, on October 19, 1781, after a siege of nine- 
teen days, by 5500 Americans and 7000 French troops of 
the line, 3500 Virginia Militia, under command of Gen. 
Thomas Nelson; and thirty-six French ships of war, 
Ear) Cornwallis, commander of the British forces at 
York and Gloucester, surrendered his army, 7251 officers 
and men, 840 seamen, 244 cannon, and 24 standards, to 
His Excellency, George Washington, commander-in- 
chief of the combined forces of America and France; to 
His Excellency, the Comte De Rochambeau, command- 
ing the auxiliary troops of His Most Christian Majesty, 
in America, and to His Excellency, the Comte De Grasse, 
commander-in-chief of the naval army of France in 
Chesapeake.”

CHRACTERISTICS THAT MAKE DIFFERENT 
BREEDS POPULAR. 
By Henry W. Kruckeberg.- 


NOTE.—Short articles of a practical nature are cordially

: 


O one thing has of late years excited a wider inter- 

est nor a keener discussion in poultry circles both 

in England and this country, than the merits of the 
Black Leghorn and Black Wyandotte—two beautiful 
breeds when seen at their best, and also of great econo- 
mic importange. The former has suffered more or less 
from the fact that it is difficult to breed up to standard 
requirements, which call for pure yellow shanks and 
beak coupled with typical Leghorn shape. In many 
specimens the tendency is to slaty-colored shanks and 
‘beaks and a tendency to Minorca shape, clearly indicat- 
ing that the “makeup” contains Minorca blood. With 
this breed the English seem to have attained a much 
wider success than the American breeder, with the re- 
sult that the Black Leghorn is much more extensive in 
Great Britain than here. At its best, it is indeed a 
handsome variety, which makes a strong appeal to peo- 
ple who admire a solid-colored breed. 

Of the newer varieties, no one of the blacks is com- 
manding so wide attention as the Wyandotte, now eas- 
ily the largest family in the American class. This breed 
is also strong in England. and seems to be growing in 
popularity east of the Great Divide. As yet it has but 
few followers on the Pacific Coast, though the writer 
has only lately learned of a few flocks in Southern Cali- 
fornia. For the most part they are good layers, 
sprightly in appearance, particularly so if the color of 
plumage presents a lustrous green-black color, the comb 
and wattles are bright red, of good texture and shape, 
and shanks and beak a rich golden yellow. Like all the 
Wyandottes, they produce a good carcass, The tendency 
in breeding is a distinct departure from the true Wyan- 
‘dotte shape, veering to Cochin form, Leghorn type, or 


Orpington in contour, indicating a mixture of various 


crosses in their make-up. As usual, the ideal type be- 
tween English and American breeders presents some 
striking differences, the former being more angular, 
while the latter is essentially a bird of curves. In the 
hands of experienced breeders the Black Wyandotte is 
as true in shape and color markings as any the other 
varieties of the breed. 
Of the black breeds, none have been so popular of la 
years as the Orpingtons. Indeed, in the writer's estima- 
tion, they possess larger elements of strength on grounds 
of both utility and beauty than any of Orpington varie- 
ties. Of sturdy form, large frame, deep of keel and jet- 
black plumage and horn-colored beak and shanks, they 
certainly have much to commend them to the attention 


of poultry breeders. Of this variety Southern Califor- 


nia possesses some flocks as good as the best either in 
this country or from abroad. 
In so far as popularity goes, much the same can be 


said for the White-faced Black Spanish in Southern Cali- 


fornia. For nearly twenty years this breed has been a 


- feature of our shows. Belonging to the Mediterranean 


class, they are necessarily good layers. Leading them, 
however, are the Black Minorcas, the breed that lays the 
largest egg of any of the domesticated fowls. Taking 
weight of eggs and numbers, it is the egg machine par 
excellence. In England, Black Minorca eggs from ma- 
ture hens average about 28% ounces to the dozen. If 
hen fruit was sold by the pound, the Black Minorca 
would certainly experience a boom. It is a ¢ull-bodied 
fowl, with a well-rounded breast, giving a compact ap- 
pearance; shoulder and back broad, the latter sloping 
well toward the tall; wings medium, carried rather close; 
neck long, well arched, thickly clad with long hackle 
feathers, comb single, carried upright in the male, and 
lopping in the female. ost 

A number of years ago the Cochins were much in evi- 
dence in this section, the Buffs predominating, followed 
by the Blacks, Whites and Partridge. The Blacks have 
never proved favorites with our breeders, excepting in 
the Bantam classes. In the larger breeds, the Black 
Langshan seems to have the call among the biack-feath- 
ered breeds in the Asiatic class. In Cochins the back 
is short and broad, rising to the tail, which is small and 
full and free from sickle feathers; head small and neat, 
comb also small and single, evenly serrated; legs and 
thighs short and widely set apart, and thickly covered 
with feathers. Though possibly not so well adapted to 
arid conditions as some of the smooth-legged breeds, 
both Black Cochins and Langshans do reasonably well 
with us. A pen of the large and Bantam Black Cochins 
would certainly be an interesting sight. 

The Black Java is still bred sparingly in this coun- 
try. Being the forerunner of the ever Barred Plymouth 
Rock, it has been almost totally eclipsed by it. We 
learn that one of our fancier-breeders in Fillmore (Ven- 
tura county) is to take up this almost forgotten breed, 
and see what can be done with it under a Southern Call- 
fornia sun. 

In the Dutch class we have the Black Hamburgs, re- 
sembling the shape and carriage of that sprightly breed, 
the plumage being a beautiful soft-green black over the 
entire body. |

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FIELD NOTES Half-way Measures. 


Fenugreek for Tuberculosis. 


LADY wing on Raymond avenue, Pasadena. 
A writes asking where she can get plants of the fenu- 


greek, and if it is good for tuberculosis. This 


plant has been recommended for cover crops here, but I 
cannot now remember a dealer who may have the seed, 
Perhaps one may see this item and send a reply to this 
office which will place the writer in touch with a supply 
of the seed. Fenugreek is an annual legume indigenous 
to Western Asia, cultivated and widely naturalized in 
the Mediterranean countries, but little grown in Amer- 
ica. The seeds are one to two inches long, brownish yel- 
low, and marked with an oblique durrow half their 
length. They emit a peculiar odor, and contain starch, 


muctlage, a bitter extractive, a yellow coloring matter 


and about 6 per cent. of fixed and volatile oils. As hu- 
man food they are used in Egypt, mixed with wheat flour 
io make. bread; in India with other condiments to make 
curry powder;in Greece either boiled or raw, as addi- 


tion to honey; in mam other oriental countries to either 


boiled or raw, as addition to honey; in many other ori- 
ental countries to give plumpness to the female form. 
The plant is used as an esculent in Hindustan; as an 
early fodder in Egypt, Algiers, France and other coun- 
tries bordering on the Mediterranean. Formerly the 
seed was valued in medicine; now it is employed only 
in the preparation of emollient cataplasms, enemata, 
ointments and plasters, never internally. In veterinary 
practice it is esteemed for poultices, condition powders, 
as a vehicle for drugs, and to diminish the nauseating 
and griping effects of purgatives. It is commonly used 
by hostlers to produce glossy coats upon their horses and 
to give a temporary fire and vigor: by stockmen to excite 


‘thirst and digestion in fattening animals; by manufac- 


turers of stock foods as a flavoring ingredient. 


Fenugreek does not succeed upon clays, sands, wet 
or sour soils. It yields most seeds upon well-drained 
loams of medium texture and of moderate fertility; most 
fodder upon rich lands. For seed production, potash 
and phosphoric acid should be applied; for ¢oraging, ni- 
trogenous manures. An average yield should be applied 


950 pounds to the acre. It possesses the power of ob- 


- taining nitrogen from the air by means of root tubercles.

Onion Growing in Texas. 


S mentioned before in these columns, the growing of 
“Bermuda” onions is a rapidly developing industry 
in Texas. 

This week the imports of new onion seed from 
Island of Teneriffe began to arrive at New York, and 
of it is being shipped to the various growing sec- 
of T Reports from Teneriffe show that the 
e this season will be about an average 
one, 30,000 to 35.000 pounds. The Texas people begin to 
of September or October 1. There is a 
little more Crystal Wax seed available this year than 
lact. This variety is always in demand, as the West 
prefers the Crystal Wax onions to the yellow or red. 
The yellow seed is the most desirable for growers. It 
is now estimated that it will take at least 20,000 pounds 


of onion seed to „ tisfy the demand of the Texas grow- 


ers. An acre requires at least three pounds of seed, and 
it is better to have four, as in the latter instance, the 
growers have the pick of the better plants when they 
come up. If 20,000 pounds of seed are used, and it takes 
four pounds to the acre, this means a planting of at least 
3000 acres. 

There is going to be developed in Texas this fall new 
points for the production of onions. Ed. C. Dustin will 
open a new territory at Abram. Carrizo Springs will 
probably be in line this year, as the railroad will be 
completed to that point before the next onion crop is 
ready to harvest. Heretofore, this section has been com- 
pelled to haul the onions at least twenty miles in a 
wagon, which was very detrimental to the stock. With 
proper railroad connections, a larger acreage will be

AN EMPEROR'S SIMPLE LIFE. 

Emperor Francis Joseph, who will be seventy-seven 
in a few days, will celebrate the anniversary as usual 
at his summer villa at lschl. Although he is supposed 
to be enjoying a holiday, the Emperor works almost 
as hard as if he were in Vienna. He is up every morn- 
ing at 5 o’clock, and after a light breakfast of choco- 
late and gugelhupf (a plain Vienna cake) he walks for 
an hour or so. At 7 o’clock the courier arrives from 
Vienna with dispatches, and the Emperor settles down 
to four or five hours’ steady work. 

The only interruption which is permitted is a visit 
from his tiny grandchildren and their mother, the Arch- 
duchess Marie Valerie. Sometimes a Cabinet Minister 
may arrive; in which case he is received about 11 
o’clock; but usually the Emperor works steadily on un- 
til noon, when some very light refreshment is served. 
Dinner is at half-past two—a very small affair, the 
party numbering only four, the Emperor, an adjutant, 
the private physician, and the court chaplain, Bishop 
Mayer. His Majesty eats very little and talks a great 
deal, the conversation ranging over an immense variety 
of subjects. Foreign guests, indeed, are drequently sur- 
prised at the Emperor’s vivacity and the extent of his 
knowledge. 

The afternoon is frequently spent in a shooting expe- 
dition, failing which the Sovereign takes a short walk. 
At 7 o’clock a very light supper is served, and then, 
after hearing a little operatic music, His Majesty goes 
to bed, never much after 8. Living so simply and keep- 
ing such early hours there would seem to be every 
reason for believing that the venerated monarch may 
see several more birthdays.—[Pall Mall Gazette.

Riddle of the Ether. 
SoME OF THE PARADOXES OF 
SCIENCE, OLD AND NEW. 


From London Daily Mail. 


T is no mere coincidence that the two most impor- 

tant papers to be read at the British Association's 

meeting this year, by Lord Kelvin and Sir Oliver 
Lodge, should both be concerned with that stupendous 
riddle of modern science, the ether. For during the 
past quarter of a century, slowly but surely, the great 
thinkers and physicists have been driven by an 
accumulating mass of evidence to look to a 
derstanding of the ether dor the key to the enigmas 
of the material universe. 


How immensely the conception of the ether 
changed can be seen by referring to any scientific 
treatise or text-book of fifty years ago. If the ether 
is there mentioned at all, it is mentioned in terms of 
doubt and uncertainty. Newton had postulated its ex- 
istence in space, as also had Descartes, but men knew 
little more of it than this. It was some unknown sub- 
stance or which filled the infinite voids of space, 
which lay out beyond the material world, and which 
was beyond the reach and ken of men. It was, perhaps 
something divine, as Aristotle wrote with a strange in- 
tuition of the truth, but its properties and qualities no 
one ever hoped to discover.

Today all this is changed. Modern science sees every- 
where the hand of the ether. The light which reaches 
us in a vibration of the ether. The electric current

But the strangest feature of the atom would be the 
fact that it was so empty. If compressed into the smal!- 
est possible space, packed together as tightly as can be 
conceived, the electrons, or corpuscles of ether. would 


fill only one ten-thousand-millionth part of the platinum 


atom and of the mass of platinum. The rest of the 
seemingly solid and homogeneous body would be clear 
of all visible substance, and as unsubstantial as the 
space through which the heavenly bodies move appears 


to our existing senses. From this it should ¢urther fol- 


low that the density of the ether will be at least ten 
thousand million times that of the platinum, which its 
particles form when arranged in a certain way. 


Density That May Not Be Feit. 


This sounds a paradox so extraordinary that it stag- 


gers belief. Instead of being incredibly tenuous, the a 


substance which fills wace may be denser far than plat- 
inum, which is to the outward senses of man one of the 
heaviest and most solid substances that exist. 
are other arguments concerned with the abstruse mathe- 


matics of electricity, which seem to show that this par- 


adox may not be far from the truth. The density of 
ether would be of an eectro-magnetic nature, and would 
not be felt mechanically, as Sir Oliver Lodge explains. 
because the ether cannot be moved by mechanical means 


Other great physicists have also reached the conclu- 
sion that the ether will finally be found to have a hizh 


density. Dr. Larmor, Prof. Thomson, and Mr. Fitzger- 


ald have all put forward suggestions or developed argu- 
ments tending in that direction. Thus Str Oliver Lodge 
has distinguished support when he arrives at the fina! 
decision that there is a sense in which what we call 
the density of the ether may turn out to be fifty thous- 
and million times the ordinary material density of plati- 
num.” So that the ether would be the heaviest. the 
most solid substance conceivable; and what our senses 
represent as mass and weight would really be the com- 
parative absence of mass and of ether configurations. 

The theory which Prof. Osborne Reynolds*laid before 
the scientific world in 1902 was very similar. Matter he 
held to be the deficiency of mass. The universe was 
made up of cosmic grains, which are electrons of ether 
under another name. Where the space between the 
grains was large the surrounding masses of grains 
pressed upon this space and formed what our senses feel 
to be matter. This theory had the rare merit of giving 
an intelligible account of gravitation, a force which has 
as yet eluded scientific explanation, but, because of its 
immense paradoxes and because of gaps in its reason- 
ing, it did not find general acceptance. Yet toward it 
the world is now moving. 


Our Deceiving Senses. 


As for the paradoxes, it is well to remember that the 


evidence of the senses must be distrusted at every point. 
The senses would tell us that the earth is flat, and that 


the sun goes round the earth. No progress in science | 


was possible until men got away from the senses and 
tested their verdicts by reason. So that it does not dis- 
prove the theory of the ether or render absurd the pres- 
ent explanation of substance and matter, if the table 
which we touch appears to the senses to be solid, mate- 
rial, and dense, whereas the ether appears to the same 


senses, so far as it manifests itself at all, to be some- 


thing the very reverse of all that is implied in solidity 
and density. 

Accepting the view that the eiuer is denser and more 
solid than platinum, there is great difficulty in under- 
standing how the sun, planets, and stars move through 
such a substance without friction, and in what preeise 
manner their movement is carried out. But in the last 
resort, as has been well said, everything is obscure: 
push the process of reasoning far enough in any direc- 
tion and we appear to encounter contradictions in terme. 

It is only during the past ten or fidteen years that the 
ether has been scientifically studied, and it would be too 
much to expect it to give up all its mysteries at the out- 
set. What can be said is that the electron theory, which 
sees in the ether the foundation of the elements, fits in 
with the great generalizations of chemistry, that it has 
been experimentally tested up to a certain point, ana 
found to stand the test, and that if it does not explain 
everything, it explains more than any other theory. An- 
other ten or twenty years of investigation may yield far 
more fruitful results, and by unlocking the terrific forces 
centered in the ether, may enable mankind to attain the 
ideal of etheric navigation, which some scientists have 
foreshadowed as among the possibilities of the future. 


It is at least conceivable that by controlling these forces 
and harnessing them, future generations may explore 


the amplitudes of space.
